F r i g h t f u l Scene* iii t h e Disturbed City — 
A Koynl Communion of Inquiry. 
Tho disturbances at Belfast, which wore 
related in this colum n, culm inated in des­ 
perate series of attacks by the mobs on the 
police and on rival fa lions during Tues­ 
day, W ednesday and Thursday. Ot* tile 
latter day th e city was occupied by 6000 
troops and 2300 constables. The presence 
of tim police tended to iucreas“ instead of 
suppressing the disorders. Protestant-; de­ 
clared th a t Catholics were the aggressors 
by w recking Protestant houses, while C ath­ 
olics were equally certain th a t Protestants 
began tho riots. Of one thing there is no 
doubt. N ever did two mobs of different re­ 
ligions display a more blood-thirsty desire 
to kill or m aim each other. Over thirty 
were killed in all. 
D uring tilt fighting on Sunday and Mon­ 
day w henever pow der ran short viragoes on 
both bides, w ith flatirons and other im ple­ 
m ents, ground large grains of blasting pow­ 
der into a size suitable lor sm all arms, 
while boys of tender age molted lead into 
bullets and slugs. 
W hile the rioters were 
firing, youths and women stood behind 
them busily loading spare guns in order to 
prevent a waste of time. T he fusilade lasted 
until nine o’clock yesterday m orning, when 
tile amflhunltiou gave out. and a tacit Hut e 
ensued, both sides rem oving tile dead and 
wounded to their homes. 
Both sides are 
dein ; their u m ost to hide th eir losses. 
On Monday Ute P rotestants received a 
gift of twenty-five rifles and m uch am m u ­ 
nition from B allym accnreit sym pathizers, 
while B allynahinch N ationalists sent the 
Catholics a supply of am m unition and 
m any revolvers of the type called "sw eet­ 
heart.” The plentiues 
of weapons will 
constitute the gravest danger in tile future. 
There is a general dem and for a h o rs e to 
house search for arms. 
A visitor who lias been studying tho 
cause of tho riots w rites; "It is useless 
m incing m atters. Tho police have fired 
and slain people from panic, if u o tfro m e 
vindictiveness, The people assert that th 
latter was th e cause. The people regard tho 
police as m urderers, not protectors. T h at 
issue m ust he faced. H undreds of tho people 
have friends dead or dying. 
It is worse 
than useless to 
say they won’t attack 
toe police. 
The latter now represent tho 
People’s deadly, death-dealing enemies. Tho 
friends ami neighbors of the killed arid 
wounded a1! regard the policeas foes. T heir 
bare presence is a terror to be repulsed and 
excludes the Idea of wantonness. This is 
now the great suprem e difficulty. I have 
seen men iii respectable houses throw ing 
stones at a batch of tw enty policemen es­ 
corted by IOO horse soldiers. 
Num erous 
com plaints have been made of the behavior 
of the police. 
One citizen says that, while 
going home through a anlet street, he was 
stopped by six 
constable, wTio rudely 
searched him . ordered him to give an ac­ 
count of him self, and then im peratively 
com m anded him to go home at once. 
Ratty feeling is intensely excited. 
The 
Cat holies .and N ationalists lay all the blam e 
to the Orang' men, and these in turn lay all 
the fault on the shoulders of the Catholics 
and the police. Each bv its own statem ent 
atte suffering tain ts driven to defence, and 
law-abiding always. Liars, both, very prob­ 
ably, T he only real tiling about it is th at a 
royal commission will investigate the m at­ 
ter. and then there is a chance to have 
things known as they are. 
Nothing but the presence of the m ilitary 
prevents a serious riot again. 
The police 
have excited the hatred of a certain class 
so much th a t they are virtually under the 
protection of the soldiery. If the latter are 
w ithdraw n, the police will be the object of 
an attack by the mob.

Mrs. Drakely w as a native of New York, 
ami when a child was taken from an insti­ 
tution there by George P. Alton of Wood­ 
bury. rn whose fain.iv site was reared. iSlto 
bore an excellent leuutution, and before 
m arrying D rakely had served as a nurse in 
sick rooms with great success,having made 
quite a study of medicine. 
Tho shooting was done at l l o’clock. 
D rakely 
is 
said 
to 
be dissipated, ad- 
d i 'ted to tho use of chloral, 
lie was be­ 
sides very reckless in Ute use of firearms. 
Tho dee I was com m itted in Hie sitting- 
room, w ith Hie door locked. 
No cause is 
assigned for tho tragedy, but it is supposed 
th at ho was angry for being reproved for 
being drunk. The house belonged to Mrs. 
Drakely. 
who 
had 
inherited 
it 
from 
tho Alton fam ily. 
After the shooting 
b rukeiv rushed out and told his neighbors 
th a t lie had shot ids wife. Upon exam ina­ 
tion it was found th at Mrs. Drakely was 
shot through Ute hqert, 
The nature of 
D rakely’s wound leads some to think lie 
did not attem pt suicide, but th at in bran­ 
dishing; the pistol ins wife attem pted to 
wrest it from him , tho weapon in tho

discharged, first 
wounding Hie husband and then killing 
tile wife.

The F rcueh papers are beginning to be 
come excited over the New Hebrides affa ir 
and there ara loud dem ands th at the 
French retain the islands, in spite of the 
protest of the British governm ent. W ar is 
talked of as desirable. 
The proposed inauguration of short tim e 
in the Lancashire cotton mills will not tie 
carried out. Only one-third of the mill 
owners expressed w illingness to reduce the 
tim e, and at a m eeting ol spinners at M an­ 
chester it was resolved to abau on the idea. 
In the Counties chess congress, in E ng­ 
land, Burn won first prize, Schallopp sec­ 
ond and Z ukertort and G unsberg divided 
third and fourth prizes. The others are 
placed iu the following order: Bird, Xau- 
benhaus, Pollock, Thcrold, H auhaui and 
Rynd.

Fore** Fire* in XVI*eon*lu mid Midi latin 
—A Tow n Swept A way. 
The N orthw est has been treated to a 
carnival of fire recently, and incalculable 
dam age to property has beon done. In dif­ 
ferent sections of W isconsin forest tires 
raged during tho first part. of the week, and 
M ichigan has also been visited by the fire 
fiend. The town of Spencer, Wisconsin, has 
been com pletely destroyed, and hundreds 
of persons rendered houseless. 
The loss 
will he upw ards of $300,000. 
More than 
100,000,000 feet of pine havo neon de­ 
stroyed in the vicinity. and m illions moro 
have been burnt in Clark and M arathon 
counties. 
Tho fire in some instances ex­ 
tended 
for lo o m iles w ithout a break. 
Forest fires at one tim e during the week 
threatened the city of M arquette, M idi., 
and did great dam ages thereabouts. It is 
feared th at some lives nave been lost. 
The latest reports from tho Chippewa, 
W is., lire districts were received from sev­ 
eral woodsmen who arrived from Deer 
Tail. an im portant feeder of tile Chippewa, 
Saturday. 
They have travelled consider­ 
ably over tiio burnt and unburnt districts 
north of here, and say no territory can es­ 
cape the devastation of flames in the pres­ 
en t dry condition. The Superior regions are 
well burned over, hut fires have broken out 
afresh in a num ber of localities on the 
upper Chippewa since Tuesday, and arn 
raging fearfully. Of Ute escaped territory 
so far are the tracts along the Deer Tail 
toward the Sault Ste. Marie, on which 
there are plenty of chippings and windfalls 
w hich will offer the most com bustible fond 
for Ute flames, winch are expected to reach 
th at locality w ithin a day or two. The set­ 
tlem ents are sparse in th a t direction, and 
the loss will bo confined to standing pine 
and hemlock. On Yellow river, forty m iles 
northeast of here, the fires have done irre­ 
parable damage. The fires are having their 
own wav. but men are now stationed at the 
logging cam ps and the hay m arshes to save 
th a t property if possible. The Chippewa 
districts have so far escaped w ith less dam ­ 
age than other districts eastward. 
The latest 
reports from tho northern 
woods is th at the danger is rapidly growing 
less, and th a t the tires are subsiding for 
w ant of fuel. The work of relief is being 
actively pushed by the citizens of Greon 
Bay.

O t t a w a . O u t, August IO.—The depart­ 
m ent of agriculture has received advices 
from the Dominion live-stock inspector to 
th e effect th at tile entire shipm ent of cattle 
recently made from .Scotland to Canada, 
now in quarantine at Quebec, are afflicted 
w ith pleuro-pneumonia, and orders will be 
given th at the entire lot be slaughtered and 
crem ated at once. The shipm ent consisted 
of fifty-seven head full-blood Galloways 
owned by Hector McCrae of M ontreal, re­ 
cently purchased in K irkcudbrightshire, 
Scotland, and valued a t 816,000. There are 
also 300 other cattie belonging to Andrew 
Allan of Montreal, J. J. Hall of St. Paul, 
Minn., Hon. Senator Cochrane of H illhurst, 
Can., and W. Howes of Lip bine. Que. Of 
this lot the great part are black polled 
cattle, for which a high figure was paid. 
The whole 357 head are valued at $30,000. 
All m ust be sacrificed, as those not now 
down w ith disease have been exposed dur­ 
ing shipm ent. 
bruce tho exportation of these cattle has 
taken place, pleuro-pneum onia has broken 
out on farm s of exporters, and cattle have 
been slaughtered by local authorities. Tho 
disease has a period of incubation extend­ 
ing over three m onths and more. The symp­ 
tom s fully developed them selves a week 
ago to such an extent as to w arrant the au­ 
thorities in declaring tho discase pleuro­ 
pneum onia, and post-mortem exam inations 
confirm ed this. 
Letters and ca legram s 
from exporters have been received as to the 
extent of disease in the herds. The loss falls 
upon the owners of the cattle.

—An illicit dis­ 
tillery has been found in operation in tbe 
county jail in this city which has been 
working successfully for several m onths. 
An attem pted escape last evening led to an 
investigation, which developed tho exist­ 
ence of the still. There are in the jail 
about sixty of the worst crim inals in the 
State, am ong them lu lly ad o /en murderers. 
Among them is Sm ith, the H eatd county 
m urderer, who had in his cell a small stove 
and kettle, He had been an illicit distiller 
in his day, and his first work on entering 
jail was to im provise a worm and still, get­ 
ting the different articles a t different tunes. 
The prisoners in his cell would save up their 
corn b r a d till a sufficient quantity was 
obtained, when the still would m ake a fair 
article of com whiskey. 
The secret was 
well kent by the prisoners, who were thus 
enabled to get their dram occasionally. 
The officers today tasted it for the first 
tim e and declared th at they had drank 
w orse w hiskey before.

Sad Yachting A ccident In Boatmi H ar­ 
b or-F ou r Person* Drowned. 
Qu T hursday afternoon the yacht Frolic, 
owned and sailed by W inslow S. Hayden of 
Boston, capsized in a squall in th a t harbor, 
and Mr. Hayden, his two sons. Fred and Ed­ 
ward. aged IO and 14, and J. W. Lam ing, a 
photographer, of Boston were drowned. 
A schooner near the ill-fated yacht was 
also throw n over, but no lives were lost. 
Search was m ade for the yacht. On Satur­ 
day she was discovered. Iu spite of all 
effort no bodies have yet been recovered. 


A startling caso of alleged 
poisoning, 
which has resulted in the death of a father 
ami three children, w ith others, seven in 
all, was brought to light on W ednesday 
last by Chief P arkburst of the Somerville, 
Mass., police. 
Tho wom an against whom 
suspicion has boon pointed is Mrs. Sarah J. 
Robinson, the wife and m other of the vic­ 
tim s. Friday’s developm ents were oT a na­ 
ture most dam aging to tho accused woman. 
A tour am ong the physicians who have boon 
connected w ith theinutnerous cases of sick­ 
ness in the fam ily of Mrs. Robinson brought 
out a long aerie; of startling statem ents. 
Mr. Robinson’s given nam e was Moses, Jr., 
and ho died July 23, 1882, according to 
tb e certificate of death returned by Ins at­ 
tending physician, Dr. J. A. Dow, to City 
Clerk Jacobs, and now on hie at Hie Cam­ 
bridge City H ill. His ago is given as 45 
years 4 m onths and 7 days, while the cause 
of hts death is attributed to typhoid fever, 
lasting 2(1 (lavs. The second death in the 
fam ily was th a t of the daughter, Em m a 
May. on Septem ber (!, 1884. whose age tit© 
death return gives as to years and lo days, 
tile cause as acute m eningitis, and Hie din a- 
tioji of sickness inst one week. Dr. M. D.

attending physician, 
'th ird in the list was the infant daughter 
of Mrs. Robinson’s brother, Elizabeth B. 
Freem an by name, whose aga at death was 
I y ear .3 m onths. 
She died April 15. 1.885, 
of Wha* t ho certificate calls broitclto-pneu- 
m onin, after four days’ Bit ess. Dr. 8. VV. 
D river signs tho certificate in th at case. 
N ext to pass aw ay on June 27, 1885, wart 
the Iatter's father, Brin. e A. Freem an. 33 
years old. whose disease was pronounced bv 
Dr. Nichols a* a "disease of tho stom ach.” 
Following tile above cam e tho deaths of 
E lizabeth A. Robinson, ared 24. w ho died 
F ebruary 22 of tile current ' ear, Thomas 
A rthur Freem an, aged 7, who passed away 
July 23, and W ilde J. Robinson, whoso 
death occurred last Thursday. 
The D eath of Mr. Kohlrnon 
occurred w hile the fam ily were residing at 
183 Brookline street, Cam bridgeport. Of 
the case Dr. Dow has the follow ing to say: 
"Mr. Robinson was taken xvitli symptoms 
first attributed to indigestion, supposed to 
have been induced by drinking large quan­ 
tities of ice w ater. The sym ptom s were 
very obscure and pave mo considerable 
trouble. 
I bad bard work to mako them 
out, but finally decided the case to bo one 
of typhoid fever. Tho path ut was feverish 
and delirious with set ere pains in tile head, 
continuous diarrhoea and sw elling of the 
bowels. 
The sym ptom s were sim ilar to 
those in typhoid fever, but more violent than 
usual. I finally consulted w ith Dr, Holt, 
w 11 o I-, ad had much experience with such 
cases in the war, aud lie and I finally con­ 
cluded it was an odd ( ase of typhoid rover. 
w ith unusual head sym ptom s aud unusual 
disturbances of tho stom ach and bowels. 
A few weeks previous to lits sickness I had 
exam ined him for admission to the NewEng- 
land M utual Relief Association and fount 
him a perfectly healthy man. It is claim ed 
by Mrs. Robinson th at the initiation fee 
was paid to an agent who proved dishonest 
and failed to turn over the money to Ute 
insurance people, in consequence of which 
the company refused to settle Hie claim, 
causing Mrs. Robinson to institute suit, 
against them . Dr. Gogswell and myself 
appeared as witnesses for h er.” The bodies 
of several ol those victim s here have been 
exhum ed and analyses clearly establish 
arsenical poisoning in most cases. Tho mo­ 
tive for ihe crim e is said to have been insur­ 
ance money, tho children, as well as the 
oldev m em bers of the family, 
Doing Insured for itSSIMtO Knell. 
Thomas lf. Sm ith of Hyde Park, Mass., 
has been arrested as accessory to the m ur­ 
der. Thoro is an attem pt to Im plicate him 
in the m atter and connect his nam e crim i­ 
nally w ith the woman Robinson, but it is 
adm itted th a t the evidence of his guilty 
knowledge of 
tho poisoning is not too 
strong. A law yer, discussing tbe c a s o , puts 
sev cralpoints in laver of the accused. Ho 
says: "The chief of police, who is in charge 
of the prosecution, is assured of several 
things beyond a reasonable doubt. In tile 
first place, there havo been several sudden 
deaths in the Robinson fam ily. All of those 
patients were taken sick in nearly tho 
samo 
m anner, 
while 
tho 
sym ptom s 
develope I 
in 
each 
person 
w e e 
rem arkably 
sim ilar. 
It 
is 
known 
positively th a t W illiam 
Robinson 
died 
from the eff ects of arsenical poisoning and 
th at previous to his decease he stated that 
ho had taken no food or m edicine front 
other hands than those of his m other and 
Mr, Sm ith. T his was the ground on whi< It 
tile arrests were made. Since then consid­ 
erable 
strong 
circum stantial 
evidence 
against Mrs. Robinson lias been brought to 
light. It has been shown to a certain extent 
th at her financial transactions have been 
crooked, and th a t she lias not lived at all 
tim es a highly m oral life. T his is of eourso 
detrim ental to the interests of the case, yet 
there is no evidence on which 
Guilt Could bt- Proven. 
"N otw ithstanding a1! the talk Hie polieo 
have made, thev have done but little in 
unearthing the mystery. 
They have no 
evidence or oven a clew th a t may lead to 
establishing the fact th a t Mrs. Robinson at 
any tim e ever procured poison. They have 
not tound any in the house or on tier per­ 
son. 
They do not know th at she ever 
threatened to kill any one, or had anything 
I ut the most friendly relations w ith her 
children. 
"Before it is safe to assum e th at she is 
guilty some of these facts m ust bo shown. 
No chem ist in Som erville ever sold her 
poison.according to their own statem ents. 
There is not a particle of proof that sho 
m urdered tho victims. Assum ing that site 
did poison all of them , where is the evi­ 
dence coining from on w hich to convict 
hor? Unless site ( onftsses I predict that 
she will be acquitted. 
“As far as Sm ith is concerned, thoro is 
little ground for holding him. Ile was 
pulled because lie was acting as a nurse. Ii 
he had stayed away from Som erville the 
day of the arrest, the officers would not 
have had a particle of evidence on which to 
tin ow him behind tho bars. 
"This m orning I was talking w ith a gen­ 
tlem an intim ately connected w ith the po­ 
lice torce. He said: ’Chief P arkburst has 
no n ore 
evidence against the 
parties 
which tends to allow they poisoned tim dead 
son than he had two days ago. The local 
force is doing practically nothing hut watch 
the papers for puffs. 
Two-thirds of all 
tile work on the 
case 
has 
been 
con­ 
ducted by the reto rters and m edical ex­ 
aminers. 
The rem ainder, which has not 
been attem pted, belongs to the police. It 
is understoo I th at Chief Pat kb ars t regjets 
his hasty course, and wishes ho had let the 
case go until som ething more substantial 
had been secured.” 
Mrs. Robinson was arrested while her son 
was dying. Not until she was arraigned in 
court for Hie m urder was she aw are of the 
death of her son. 
She was said to be a 
mein I er of a M ethodist church, and though 
not specially prom inent iii church work, 
was well known. 
Diligent search is being 
m ade for the evidences of poison having 
been purchased, but so far none is forth­ 
coming. while the air is full of rum ors more 
or less sensational.

Career of the Noied burgeon— A Dolt! 
aud Successful Operator. 
N ew Yo rk, August 12.—F rank H. H am il­ 
ton. the distinguished 
surgeon, died at 
10.45 o’clock yesterday a t his house, No. 43 
W est Thirty-second street, after a sickness 
which lias confined him to bis bed during 
tbe last two weeks. 
Dr. H am ilton, in De­ 
cember, 1883, had severe and repeated 
pulm onary 
hem orrhages, due to fibroid 
phthisis, and since then has been failing in 
health. 
F rank H astings Ham ilton, M. D., LL. D.. 
was born in W ilm ington. Vt., Septem ber 
IO, 1813, was graduated from the medical 
departm ent of the U niversity of Pennsyl­ 
vania in 1833, and first settled in Auburn, 
N. Y. He was professor in surgery at the 
Fairfield (N. Y.) Medical School in 1839.and 
in the following year at the Geneva (N. Y.) 
Medical 
College. 
Rem oving from Au­ 
burn to Buffalo 
in 1844, 
he 
became 
associated 
two 
years 
later 
w ith 
the 
late 
Dr. 
Austin 
F lint 
and 
Dr. 
Jam es P lait W hite in establishing the med­ 
ical departm ent of the U niversity of Buf­ 
falo. T here he taught lits favorite branch, 
surgery. He removed to Brooklyn in i860, 
aud was th e first professor of surgery in the 


Long Island Hospital in t h a t ' ear. Early in 
tho civil war. in 1861, Dr. Ham ilton became 
surgeon of Hie Thirty-first New York Regi­ 
m ent, and was made brigade surgeon after 
the 
buttle of

Ran, and surgeon 
of 
General 
Keves’ 
corps 
in 
1862. 
A 
year 
later 
he 
becam e 
a 
medi­ 
cal 
inspector 
of 
the 
United

arm y, in which position his work was nota­ 
ble. 
Of the Bellevue H ospital Medical Col­ 
lege he was one of Ute founders in 1861, 
and prolussor of surgery there from that 
tim e to las resignation in 1875. Since then 
lie has Peen a visiting surgeon to Bellevue 
Hospital until w ithin three or four years, 
when he reig n ed and was made consulting 
surgeon, 
cs a w riter on medical subjects 
Dr. Ham ilton was volum inous, learned and 
an accepted authority. His addresses and 
contributions to m edical journals would fill 
m any volumes. 
As a practical surgeon, Dr. Ham ilton was 
a bol I, yet conservative and successful 
operator. To the art of surgery he made 
m any notable contributions, lie invented 
a bone drill, an apparatus for broken jaw, 
an i invented cr modified the apparatus for 
alm ost every fracture of long bones, with va­ 
rious instrum ents in m ilitary ami general 
surgery, including light and strong bullet 
forceps, hair-lip scissors and movable appa­ 
ratus for fractures of Hie thigh. One of lits 
most valuable co n td ’ utlons to surgery was 
tile rendering more precise Hie m ethods of 
am putation through the joints bv furnish­ 
ing keys and guides to the articulations. 
lie was the tirst to employ gutta-percha as 
an interdental splint.

J a m e s t o w n , N. Y., Angust 13.—For five 
years or mote F. H Robertson of this city 
has lived in Central Am erica, w here lie has 
prt\ Used dentistry. 
Mr. Robertson was 
asked for his views on tile C utting case. Ho 
was intro erved in saying th at lie believed 
Hie imprisoned editor had been wronged 
and should be protected ov the governm ent. 
"Am ericans are frequently subjected.” he 
said, "t> th'* crossest outrages in Mexico. 
For the most trifling offences they uro im ­ 
prisoned aud com pelled to rem ain in prison 
until it is the pleasure of the Mexican 
authorities to liberate them . Six cents per 
day 
is 
allowed 
each * prrisoner 
with 
which to purchase sustenance; consequently 
there ore few luxuries tuioyed by those 
in confinement. 
The Mexicans laugh at 
the Utii’cd States governm ent and do not 
hesitate to impose on a citizen of Ute U nited 
States, because thev feel sale 
from in­ 
terference. 
I 
have 
personally 
known 
instances where people from the States 
have bi on imprisoned and kept under lock 
and key for over a year. and this after tho 
governm ent at W ashington had I cen fully 
inform 'd of the wrongs inflicted by tho 
M exican authorities. 
*T have seen replies to appeals made by 
prisoners for aid, which would hoar some 
Pig red seals, and relate th at the govern­ 
m ent was inhum ed th a t its consul was do­ 
ing all in Ids power for the prisoner, aud 
nothing more. 
Tho consuls the United 
States governm ent sends to third and 
fourth r ie powers aro of poor tim ber, so far 
as my observation goes. One I knew who 
m arried a Mexican, who bet oui 
interested 
financially in Mexico’s prosperity and who 
was practically a Mexican. He could hardly 
bo expected to serve his countrym en im par­ 
tially. There is a wide difference in the 
ways Mexicans treat Am ericans aud Eng­ 
lishm en. You never hear of Englishmen! 
boing molested in 
Mexico, because Hie 
M exicans knew they would suffer severely 
for it. English consuls guard jealously Hie 
interests of their countrym en, and any in­ 
terference is prom ptly and violently, if 
need bo, resented.”

Captain Langsford of the Venus 
cam e across the swordfish and throw a har­ 
poon, which took effect, holding tho fish. 
The prisoner was held by the length of the 
ropo attached to a barrel for about an hour. 
It was thought at the end of that tim e th at 
the swordfish was dead. 
C aptain Langsford and one of the crow, 
John Duly, entered a dory to bring tit their 
prize.

Captain Langsford was standing up 
in tho dory puffin/ on Hie line when a 
sudden lurch caused by the swordfish upset 
him. and a t the instant of his tai I the sword­ 
fish made a grand assault, coming through 
tho bottom of tho boat.

HLEAX IN O

The raspberry crop will soon be com­ 
pletely harvested, su d then the cultivator 
trill w ant to clean o ut the plantation, and 
put it in condition to finish the season's 
growth. The ground between the stools of 
canes is backed down hard, and more or 
less weeds have started. The canes th a t 
have borne the season's crop are dead or 
dying, having fulfilled their office, and 
are no longer an ornam ent to th e planta­ 
tion. Shall they be c ut out and removed 
from the plantation, or shall they be left 
until spring? Some have claimed that. cut­ 
ting them before the sap bas all dried out 
will rob the new cane* of some n utrim ent 
which would have passed into them in the 
circulation of the sap, had the canes re­ 
m ained until dried. 
We have no belief in 
that theory, and would not allow the canes 
to rem ain a day longer for th at reason. 
There is another consideration, however. 
that would have m ore weight with us; 
In exposed situations the autum n winds 
ofteu bl w around the rank, tender canes 
and break them off where they connect 
With the main roots; leaving th e old canes 
may partially protect the new grow th: 
b* nee. we m ight leave them in exposed 
Situations. 
, 
Where it is decided to cut out the old 
canes, the right kind of an im plem ent w ill 
facilitate the operation and prevent cutting 
the new growth. 
A strong prunm g-knife, 
or pruning-shears, will do pretty good w o rk ; 
a sharp sickle, in careful hands, m akes a 
very good intrum ent for the work, and we 
have seen a short piece of a scythe or sickle, 
riveted on a pretty long handle at an acute 
angle, th at made a handy and efficient in­ 
strum ent. H ie work of rem oving old canes 
from a plantation can lie done much more 
rapidly than one, who had never perlorrned 
it. would suppose., 
The next operation after cutting the old 
cane> ami rem oving them out of the rows, 
w ith four-tined forks, is to break up the 
firmed earth between the rows. 
This will 
probably require the sm all plough, lint it 
should not be allowed to run too deep, se as 
to tear up the roots. A uniform depth of 
three inches will suffice. A thorough hoe­ 
ing. cutting up all weeds around the 
stools, should follow tho ploughing, and 
the plantation should then have a clean, 
tidy appearance. 
The black raspberry plantation will pre­ 
sent another question to the owner; nam ely. 
shall plants be propagated from the new 
canes? H is well knov.n to all fam iliar wish 
the black raspberry ttiat it is propagated 
from the tips of the young canes and their 
branches. 
Under favorable conditions a 
good many of these tips. hanging down 
until tbev touch the ground, strike root 
w ithout assistance, but, in exposed situa­ 
tions. they will lie so swayed by the win 
that the tips will be worn oft by friction 
upon the ground ani1 but a sm all nropor ion 
will root. If the fruit-grower designs to 
m ake growing plants for sale a portion of 
his business, he will commence in season to 
to shape bls canes as to propagate as many 
plants as possible. He will commence in 
Way, pinching off the tips of the canes, 
when they have 
attained 
a 
height pf 
eighteen or tw enty inches, so th at they will 
throw out num erous branches, aud he will 
endeavor to m ake a root from the tip of 
every branch. Even if he intends to con­ 
fine him self exclusively to the growing of 
fru it.it w ill pay to thus nip the en d -o f 
canes, as it causes them to grow stouter and 
fit m ake 
low, compact, 
self-supporting 
heads. 
Some tim e in A ugust the more forward 
tips will begin to change their appearance. 
Instead of continuing to unfold leaves, the 
tips will assume a kind of wiry an pea ran e, 
w ith rudim ents of leaves th at do not ex­ 
pand. and, after a short tim e, ,the color 
changes from a pale green to a reddish hue; 
this is an indication th a t the tip is ready to 
lie covered. 
W ith a short-handled hoe. a 
f 
arden trowel, or a dill her, the tip is buried 
rom one to two inches in the ground. Tho 
tip should enter the ground at an angle of 
about 45°; if it varies less thau th at from 
horizontal, it is likely to grow out again 
w ithout prom ptly rooting and, if more. the 
young shoot has more difficulty in reaching 
the surface. The soil lifted by the instru­ 
ment should be firmed over the tip. 
Aud here it may be proper to discuss the 
auestion ol 
the expediency of tho fruit­ 
grower propagating plants for m arket. In 
the first place it w ill greatly increase labor 
and expenses and dim inish th e yield of 
fruit. 
In the second place, the novice will 
lie put to great expense to build up a trade 
th at will enable him to dispose of his sur­ 
plus plants, and then prices tor old varieties 
are too low to afford m uch of a m argin for 
profit. 
To grow new varieties that sell ai 
h igh prices yon m ust invest in plants, when 
th ey are very high, before the value of tho 
new sort is fully decided, and by th e tim e 
you have a stock of Plants to sell the new 
variety m ay l*e condem ned and unsalable. 
W here one na* been in the nursery business 
aud has an established reputation, there is 
probably a little better chance of m ak ing 
m oney with both fruit and plants. 
The red raspberry plantation will need 
about the sam e am ount of culture as the 
black, and the canes should be stopped at 
about four lect altitude, but there will bo 
no burying of tips. 
I hey propagate by 
sprouting from the roots, and if plants are 
saved it m ust be at the expense of thorough 
culture. One thing it will be well tor the 
novice in sm all fruit-grov. ing to rem em ber. 
and that is. ii the plantation is not very 
thoroughly cleaned after harvest, it will be 
very difficult 
cleaning the nex t year.—

S tra w b e rry C u ltu re . 
T he following directions, founded on long 
experience, are given 
by K llwanger & 
Harry, aud are well adapted to cultivation 
borne u se: 
'file soil aud its preparation—T he straw ­ 
berry m ay be successfully grow n in any soil 
adapted to the grow th of ordinary field or 
garden crops. T he ground should be w ell 
prepared by trenching or ploughing at least 
eigh teen or tw enty inches deep, aud bo 
properly enriched as for any garuen crop. 
lu ll unnecessary to say that if the laud is 
w et, it mugt bo thoroughly drained. 
To cultivate the straw berry—For fam ily 
use, recom m end planting in beds four feet 
wide, with an alley two feet wide between. 
These beds will accommodate three rows of 
plants, which may stand fifteen inches 
apart each way, and tho outside row nine 
inches from the alley. These beds can bo 
kept clean, and the fruit can be gathered 
from them w ithout setting tho feet upon 
them . 
C ulture in h ills—This is ihe best modo 
th at can be adopted for the garden, 'lo 
obtain fine, large, fiigh-iiavored fruit, pinch 
off the runners as last as they appear, re­ 
peating tho operation as often as may be 
necessary during the sum m er a n i early 
autum n. Every runner thus removed pro­ 
duces a new crown in Hie centre of the 
plant, aud in the tall tho plants will have 
feigned largo bushes or stools, on which the 
finest straw berries may be ex p o sed the 
follow ing season. In the m eantim e, the 
ground am ong the plants should be kept 
clear of weeds and frequently stirred with 
a boe or fork. 
Covering in w in ter— \V here the w inters 
a r e s e t ere. with little snow for protection, 
a siight covering of leaves or litter, or the 
branches of evergreens, will be of great 
service. T hiscovering should not be placed 
over the plants um il atter the ground is 
frozen, usually from the m iddle ot Novem ­ 
ber to the first of December in this locality. 
Data I airers are Olton m ade by putting on 
too much and too early. Care m ust also be 
taken to rem ove the covering in spring just 
as soon as the plants begin to grow'. 
.Mulching to keep the iru it clean—Before 
th e fruit Hegins to ripen, m ulch the ground 
am ong the plants with short hay or straw , 
or grass m ow ings from the law n, or any­ 
th in g of th a t son. This will not only keep 
th e fruit clean, but will prevent the ground 
ii oui drying or baning, and thus lengthen 
th e fruit n a season. 
.Van bark can also bo 
used as a mulch. 
A bcd m anaged in this way will give two 
full crops, and should then be spaded or 
L 
IO ugh od down, a new one in the m eantim e 
aviug been pre; ared to take its place.

Various M odes of Curing the Yellow 
P lu m Interesting Motilities. 
T here are tw o moues for curing yellow 
tobacco—one with charcoal and the other 
w ith tines. 
The first is the prim itive mode, 
b u t is fast giving place to the latter, which 
is cheap er an d more efficient, and is being 
adopted bv m ost of our best planters. The 
chiel agent in either mode is heat—a dry, 
curing h e a t—to expel the sap from the 
leaves, steins and stalks of the plants, and 
catch th e color, yellow, next to n atu re’s 
color, green, and to fix it indelibly. This is 
th e science of curing yellow tobacco. There 
are seven prism atic colors- th a t of green 
tobacco occupying the m iddle of the prism, 
By the process of n a tu ie. leaves iii dryiug 
descend in color from greet’, first to yellow, 
then orange, then red, and finally loose all 
color as they go to decay. Now, a quick 
dry heat, so regulated as to dry o at the leaf 
and catch the yellow and fix it. is the 
modus operandi of curing fancy bright to- 
bacca 
A barn contain ing 700 stick* of green to­ 
bacco, six m edium plants on each stick, 
bolds along w ith the tobacco 4500 to .'OOO 
pounds ol w ater, w hich in u it be expelled 
in from eighty-rive lo IOO hours. 
Char coal produces an open. dry heat, well 
suited for th e purpose; btu sits preparation 
js costly, its use tedious, dirty aud laborious 
aud it deposits a Wack dust on the leaf th a t 
is objectionable. With fines properly con­ 
structed with furnace and pipes, the wood 
la burned as cut in the forest or "old field, 


and th e whole process of curing is less 
oostly and less laborious, and the tobacco 
cured therew ith f p s from dust, and has a 
sw eeter flavor. 
The due process possesses 
so m any advantages over all other modes of 
curing tobacco, is so safe, if properly Ct n- 
structed, and free from smoke, th at when 
its m erits become better known it will 
come into general use and supersede all 
other modes 
The first step in curing is called the 
steam ing or yellowing process. Medium 
tobacco will require from twenty-four to 
th irty hour* steam ing, ut about PO0, to yel­ 
low sufficiently; but tobacco w ith more or 
less san, larger or sm aller, will reauire a 
longer or shorter tim e to yellow. Here tho 
judgm ent of the curer m ust be his guide. 
Inexperienced planters would do well to 
procure the services of an expert curer if 
they have tobacco suitable for tine yellow. 
The planter saves in enhanced value of his 
crop m any tim es the money paid to the 
curer, and besides, bv close attention, he 
may learn in one season to cure well him ­ 
self. 
Theory alone, however good, and 
directions how ever m inute, will not do 
bere, but it is practice th at m ust qualify 
one to cure well. 
W hen it is rem inhered that no two plants 
are exactly al.ke. HO two barns precisely 
sim ilar in every particular, arid th at the 
weal her may change every hour, is it rea­ 
sonable that a fixed program m e can be fol­ 
lowed tor every cur ng with any certain 
hope of success? 
Tho experienced know 
l etter. On work so variable, only general 
directions can tie given. The planter here 
m ust use his head as well. 
The next step is called fixing tho color. 
W hen the tobacco is sufficiently yellowed, 
best leaves of a uniform >eilow, and the 
greener ones of a light pea-green color; it 
is tim e to advance the heat lo 10o°; observ­ 
ing the leaves closely to detoct sweating, 
which will soon redden and spoil the color, 
unless driven off. 'To do this, open the door 
and let It stand open and if after an hour or 
more the sweat has not disappeared, open 
a space between the logs on opposite sides 
of the barn to let in more air, and perm it it 
fo rem ain open until the tobacco has dried 
off ail appeal alice of the sw eat 
To dry off 
the sweat spic lily, sprinkle dry stiaw or 
hay over ilia Poor and set fire thereto, using 
just enough straw to accompl sh the desired 
result. Bight at this point more curings are 
spoiled than at any other stage of the 
pi octal. It may i e well to rem em ber w hat 
is a fact,that a t least five curingsare spoiled 
by proceeding too ast, to one (ailuro from 
going too slow. Now stick a pin here. 
But to go back to the barn, where we 
have just dried the leaf, and where the 
therm om eter indicates a fall of fl or IO0- 
hut this lie«d not concern the curer to put 
him out of hope, for a little cooling under 
the circum st moos was necessary- we close 
up m e opening and raise the heat to IOO'". 
But a skiliul curer detects the first indica­ 
tions of sweat, and prevents it by regu­ 
lating the beak 
Keep the heat at 
IOO0 
for four hours, aud then advance 2 l/a° 
every two hours, until JIO0 is reached. 
Hero you have reached the most critical 
point In tho difficult process of curing 
bright, 
tobacco. 
The

one can

can distinguish the effec ts of too rnu< h or 
too little heat in the appearance of the 
le a t Too little heat in fixing the color 
operates to stain the face side of tho leaf 
a dull brown color, and is called “spong­ 
in g .'’ and may be known to the novice by 
its appearance only on the face side of th«* 
leaf. Too much heat reddens the leaf, first 
around the edge, and then in spots, Which 
are visible on both sides. 
Now, to prevent 
sponging on the one hand, and spotting on 
the other, is the aim of tho experienced 
curer. No definite tim e can lie laid down 
to run from HO to 120 . Sometimes four 
hours will suffice, then again eight hours is 
enough. W hile »t is usual at this stage to 
advance about 5° every two hours for m e­ 
dium tobacco, the condition of the tobacco 
often indicates, to the practiced eye. the 
necessity fi r slower or faster m ovem ent 
But it is safe not to ad vance above I IO0 un­ 
til the tails begin to curl up at the ends. 
Arrived at 120 or 125°. this is the curing 
process. The heat should rem ain at or near 
these figures until the leaf is cured, which 
will require from six to eight hours, ac­ 
cording to the am ount of sap in the leaf to 
be expelled. W hen the leaf appears to be 
cured, advance 5° every hour up to 170° 
and rem ain until stalk and stem are thor­ 
oughly cured. To run above ISO0 is to en­ 
danger scorching the tobacco, and perhaps 
burning both bam and tobacco. 
To recapitulate: 
First. Yellowing process, OO1’, from 24 to 
30 hours. 
Second. Fixing color. IOO0,4 hours; IOO0 
to I IO0, 2V i°every 2 hours; HO0 to ISO®, 
4 to 8 hours. 
Third. Curing the leaf, 120° or 125°, 6 to 
8 hours. 
Fourth. C uring stalk and stem. 125° to 
170°. 5° on hour. And continue at I "O' un­ 
til stalk and stem are thoroughly killed and 
dry, which usually requires from 12 to le 
hours.—[North C aroling Farm er. /

had only ten acres to break. I would begin 
by duly 20; w heat or out stubble or clover 
sod tile same. Rome w riters say harrow 
early, breaking as fust as it is ploughed. 
d o n u t 'Hie ground lying in the furrow 
draws m oisture; sunshine and rains pulver­ 
ize it so it will take one-third less labor to 
put iii condition for seeding. E arly plough 
ing, if harrow ed after tho plough, m ight 
have to be ploughed the second tim e,should 
there be a heavy rain. 
I plough six or seven inches deep, use a 
plough w ith a good jointer or subsoiler, 
Set tho jointer so that not a stubble nor any 
grass may be seen. I have observed a great 
deal, and always thought observation 
cheaper schooling than experience. 
My 
observation has been this: In seasons that 
the fly injured tho wheat at all, they were 
worse where stubble, weeds or even clover 
lav upon the round, besides such litter is 
a bother in seeding. I always sow if possi­ 
ble as soon us Hie around is prepared; 
com m encing first Monday in Septem ber. 
Use a barlow w ith sm all teeth, and harrow 
cieep. W hen a fine seed bed is attained, {tut 
on a good roller t > na k the ground, hol­ 
low roller w ith a drill, sowing not more 
than one bushel and a half, nor less than a 
bushel and a pock of seed lier acre, th at iias 
been run through a fanning m ill until all 
tho sm all gram s and foreign seeds are 
removed. I never was bothered w ith any 
chess. 
_ , , 
, 
rack in g the ground I find saves the w heat 
greatly from boing raised out by frost, lf 
there should be lum ps as large as an un- 
hulled w alnut and tine earth enough to 
cover seed do not be alarm ed, they will 
pulverize by freezing and thaw ing, run 
down on the roots and bo beneficial. Never 
sow where tl-.e clods are so large th at the 
hoes cl the drill will raise out, leaving the 
grain in sight. Cover from an inch to an 
inch an 
a Half seep. 
Tse a drill on which 
the hoes can be set in lino at w ill; when 
set zigzag, the w heat dropped by the front 
hoes is covered so deep th a t not near all 
comes up. 
I find th at a nine-hoen drill is better than 
a set en or an eight-hoed. Th- re are not so 
many grains crowded in the sam e space 
with the form er os the latter, thus giving it 
better chance to "stool.” 
As regards m anure. I find ton dressing 
w ith fine m anure l etter than ru ttin g m a­ 
nure on tho ground and turning it under. 
But it on the ground iii the furrow ; thus 
by preparing tor seeding it is well worked 
with the soil. 
Tho bent return from m a­ 
nuring I ever had was by putting it on 
ground before breaking for corn. I tended 
lite corn d« ep and w ell, and seeded to 
wheat the first of Septem ber, w ith a three- 
hoed drill in standing corn- 
I do not take to seeding in corn as much 
a> --ome, tor two reasons: First, we have 
more or less weeds tangling the corn, so 
th at justice eau not be done tty the wheat, 
aud destroying a crop, more or le.-s, already 
m atured. 8econd, it is not uncommon to 
have a very Wet tim e about cbrn gathering 
time, tuns in getting off the corn the grow­ 
ing w heat is damaged. 
I always had good results from seeding 
corn ground iii the following way: 
(A 
farm er m ust calculate ahead to m ake a 
sn ■( ess in rotation of crops.) Iii the spring 
I know w hat corn fields would he put in 
w heat in the I all. Tho corn was ploughed 
tho last tim e the "crooked”, way. if any. 
Then at seeding tim e if the corn had not 
been blown down. I run a one-ho roe har­ 
row across the furrows, followed by a three- 
h o d drill. I always could do I otter work 
with three-hoed than five. To be sure it is 
slower, but I always thought work "well 
done, twice done,” if it did take longer. 
lf corn is tangled I cut it up, putting into 
shock rows, .thirty Ap forty rows apart, 
shocks cb se together in the rows. 
Harrow 
across the furrows until nearly level. Then 
follow with two-horse drill. 
I never had any success ploughing iii 
wheat, beside* it is very trying on a binder 
to run over such ground. 
If at corn gathering lim e the w eather i« 
nice I hind the fodder in as large bundles 
as a man < ail handle handily and haul to 
barn or shed. or put in large stacks near 
by the feeding yard, thereby saving the 
hauling over the w heat iii the mud, as we 
sometimes have to do on account of an 
open w inter.—(Indiana Fanner.

It is no w'onder with me th at M erino sheep 
fill so im portant a part in the sheep hus­ 
bandry of tao country. Now and then— 
rarely, however—some one has praise for 
them ; but although the coarse wools are 
m uch vaunted, Hie Merinos take the lead in 
num bers ten to one, and no doubt they wil 
alw ays exceed the others 
To one who has 
kept both kinds the reasons are obvious. 
H ie Merinos will not only live, but do very 
well, under conditions w here the open- 
wooled sheep would die. They seem alm ost 
to defy the storm s and cold. The income 
from one sheep is not so m u ch ; but three, 
if not four, can be kept on the sam e am ount 
of food which would be required to support 
two of the larger breeds. W hen tnis fact is 
taken into the account, the difference in the 
retu rn s is not so great. A m erican breeders 
should take boid of the problem and help 
to decide if the m utton qualities of Hie 
Merino cannot fie im proved. A real m utton 
M erino would be an ideal sheep, because it 
would be one which would be adapted to 
alm ost all parts of the country. W here 
vegetation is sparse, sheep of this kind 
would deteriorate to a certain degree, un­ 
less extra lorn! was supplied. Tho same is 
true of any large-growing breed of animals. 
Even shorthorns, when the pasturage is 
poor, will soon run down and 
become 
dw arfed, in spite of their propensity to 
rapid and large growth. The meanest-loek- 
ing cattie I ever saw were some of these 
degenerated shorthorns. 
They had the ex­ 
pansive fram es w ithout.the muscle and fat, 
and were not m uch more than living skele­ 
tons. ^ 
Th tire has been no extended effort to­ 
w ards increasing th e size of the bodies of 
the Merinos, as'the eff orts of Merino breed­ 
ers have been m ore iii t lie direction of se­ 
curing heavy fleeces. 'Their success shows 
w hat skill may accomplish. 
In W ashing­ 
ton county. Penn., for some years an effort 
bas been m ade to increase the size also. 
A fam ily of sheep was selected and named 
“ Black Top M erinos,” and an association of 
the best breeders bas bean formed to im ­ 
prove them l oth iii body and fleece; in the 
latter respect not so much for weight as for 
quality. 
Individuals have also undertaken 
the tam e work, in different localities, to a 
sm all extent; but these Pennsylvania men 
have laid a broader foundation bv a com­ 
m unity effort, and are succeeding right 
well. They have already issued a herd- 
book. widen does them great credit. T here 
Is no doubt th a t the >diam eter of the m u t­ 
ton of these sheep will al o be im proved, as 
the same law of im provem ent will apply 
w ith these as w ith other anim als. 
The 
fam ous South Downs w'ere not once the 
desirable m utton sheep they are now, and 
the Leicester, the breed m ade by Mr, B ake- 
wcll, which form ally years was called after 
his name, was built up from poorer founda­ 
tion tnan the improved stock. 
Not onlv 
was the quality and the flesh changed 
and improved, but the fleece w as also m a lo 
m uch better, 
'/here is no impossibility 
about the im provem ent of the Merinos. The 
food has always a great deal to do w ith the 
character of the m eat, and this law can he 
applied to the Merinos as well as to others. 
a A few' years ago I started to breed a sm all 
Block of m utton Merinos from 
selected 
stock, and each year I ani trying to show an 
advance towards larger bodies and more 
rapid growth. The enterprise involves care, 
selection and tho application of tho best 
principles in 
breeding. 
T here m ust bo 
established in them a constitutional apti­ 
tude for rapid growth, w hich is the opposite 
from the Datura characterof Merino,which 
is the slowest-growing sheep of all breeds. 
It is natural th at the m eat of these sheep 
should be dry and lacking in flavor win ii 
grown, as M erinos are usually reared on 
scanty pastures. I have found that these 
sheep respond quickly to ex tra care, and 
th at tho qualitv of the m utton can bo very 
m uch improved by feeding them roots aud 
oil meal, which h a te helped so m aterially 
to improve the English breeds. 
The ani­ 
m als w ith gum m y wool should I e avoided 
in tho experim ent, as well as those with 
wrinkles, aim those only should be selected 
which, like the Black T op family, have 
w hite oil. 
Those sheep do not have the 
rank smell of those w ith the yellow yo 
and their vitality is not drawn upon so 
much to furnish the yolk; neither do they 
secrete so m uch. They do not, therefore, 
coat the exterior of their fleeces with Hie 
dried oil, and consequently their wool is 
not so harsh and m atted together. It is a 
longer staple, softer and more desirable.—

R em edy fo r G ra p e vin e M ild e w . 
A sprinkling of tho vines with flour of 
sulphur is generally recom m ended. 
The 
dusting should begin as soon as the seeds 
arc formed and continue until the coloring 
is nearly com pleted. 
This remedy some­ 
tim es fails, however, and Professor C. V, 
Riley, entom ologist of Hie D epartm ent of 
A griculture, who has investigated this dis­ 
ease carefully, recom m ends the following: 
Dissolve eighteen pounds of ordinary sul­ 
phate of copper in about twenty-two gallons 
of w ater; in a separate vessel mix six and 
half gallons of w ater and thirty-four pounds 
of < oarso lime, so as to m ake a milk of lime. 
Then mix w ith this the solution of sulphate 
of copper. T his will form, a bluish paste. 
Pour a portion of the m ixture in a bucket 
or oilier vessel, thoroughly 6hakingdt. and 
brush tl;e leaves with a sm all broom, tak ­ 
ing care not to touch the grapes. This 
remedy has l»een successfully employed by 
the French, and a single application is said 
to be as effective as repeated ones, Tile 
tim e of applying the rem edy in Hie French 
vineyards is about the m idd e of July. Care 
should bo used to m ake the application 
thorough, so as to touch all the leaves if 
possible, although beneficial results have 
followed w hen Hut half Hie leaves received 
the wash.—{It. VV. S., Somerset county, Me. 


A tte n tio n to C ro w in g C ro p s. 
Adopting the idea th a t tillage is m anure, 
farm ers will at once discover a true applica­ 
tion of the principle involved iii that decla­ 
ration that has been so m any tim es re­ 
peated. It is not to be expected that tillage 
will serve as a tubstituto for manure, or. in 
other words, that upon a sterile soil crops 
can be grown sim ply by m eans of tillage; 
plant food m ust exist in the soil in order to 
eff ect their growth, and w ith a fair supply 
o of such plant food, by m eans of tillage, it is 
brought into a con ition for use. and so im­ 
proves tile condition of growing crops simi­ 
lar to w hat m ight be expelled from an 
application of m anure or fertilizing m ate­ 
rial. 
Exposure to atm ospheric influences lins 
always been deemed necessary to tit soils 
for growing crops. The hard subsoil ti.at 
underlies Hie tillable soil holds, locked iii 
its recesses, those clem ents which, by ex- 
po-ure and com bination w ith the aerial cle­ 
ments, fit them for future use. It has long 
been known that in proportion to the acces­ 
sibility of a soil to air, m oisture 
and 
w arm th, is developed its influence upon 
vegetation, therefore it becomes plain that 
in Hie direction of tillage should attention 
be shown to crons. 
Crops should be tilled, not wholly because 
of Hie direct influence th at will be exerted 
upon the soil, but because of a necessity for 
keeping Hie soil clean and free from weeds. 
Crops cannot succeed in the presence of 
growing grass or weeds; nor is it desirable 
th at Hie fertilizing strength of the soil 
should be reduced in Hie developm ent of a 
lifeless growth. There are certain plum s 
Hun are natural to the soil, an I require no 
cultivation for their developm ent, hence, 
when (reps are being grown, these are 
likely to trespass and contest the right to 
I he soil unless the farm er is diligent in the 
effort at in telfereuce. 
We have seen too 


8nvon fa rm S u g g e s tio n s . 
We are raising our chick* by hand this 
year after the lien bas hatched them , and 
th in k them m ore easily cared for aud con­ 
trolled. A tter April they can keep suffi- 
ciently warm by huddling together iii a 
w arm , dry place. Too m any—m ore than 
tw enty—should not be together over night, 
or some will get sm othered. As the w arm er 
nights come on they will clim b a low roost 
if it ne p rovid'd in their box, aud be better 
off than under a ben. 
2. I have long sown grass seed both ways 
at once. 
I sow seven paces at a b o u t, three 
with the hark-ham cd, letting out a little 
less th n half the seed held in the hand and 
Hie rem ainder at the forward throw. I 
think I can sow more evenly in this way, 
and of course nearly as fast again, which is 
nu im portant consideration when Hie day is 
hot and the work pressing. 
... Cai ana thistles, if toe patch be not too 
largo, cml be got rid of in a year or two bv 
pulling them carefully w ith a glove, any 
tim e before the seed ripens enough to grow. 
W ith care the stalks 
break off several 
indies below the ground, aud this discour­ 
ages them greatly. So, too. dock, m ullein, 
beggar-lice, etc., can speedily be obliged to 
v a o ie , if there are not too many to pull by 
hand; and this way is often not so tedious 
as one would a t first suppose. 
4. As a rule I keep salt before all my 
stock, and think it the better way. I do not 
think they ever eat too m uch, though in 
this way they consum e a good deal. I re­ 
gard this plan as a good preventive of dis­ 
ease, as well as a guard against an overdose, 
as often happens when bait is led al irregu­ 
lar intervals. 
5. Too m uch water is ruinous, even to 
grass, and very often w ithin a rod or two 
the w ater is needed. I this season had a 
sm all rough piece of ground cleated of 
bushes and briars, sowed some seed on 
and led to it a very sm all stream from a too 
wet pla e. It had always been ploughed 
around by form er occupants, arid being a 
com er of my farm and not often seen even 
by myself, h .d never be. n overhauled. 
Now I am sure of it* being alw ays a green 
spot in Hie field. 
0. At the broom ing season, and a t other 
tim e s.it is necessary to band e the hens. 
To hold them head down by the legs is 
som ewhat brutal. By taking the bird by 
one wing, t lose as possible to the body, 
keeping the end of th aw in g downward, 
she flutters and seem s to like it better; 
m any bf m ine hardly flutter all. 
7. It is well lo trv this. th a t and the 
oilier thing against crow s; then visit the 
.field as often as possible, shoot a t them , 
killing, or kl o king out a feather or tw i, 
which perhaps is better still, for he will be 
greatly frightened and w arn others. 
But 
shoot at him any way aud m ake him under­ 
stand you will contest the field in earnest. 
A wind wheel, w ith clappers, can be easily 
m ane, and is a good scare for a while, and 
am uses the little folks aud m akes them 
more w illing to w atch 
the co rn .—[The 
Tribune.

H in ts to F a rm e rs . 
No kinds of wood will m ore easily grow 
from the eye than the grapevine. For 
this reason the rapid propagation of new 
varieties is a very easy m atter. 
D ie nur­ 
serym en m e single-eyo cuttings in green­ 
houses. and this is a very good way wher­ 
ever bottom heat can he furnished. But 
all this trouble aud expense are not needed, 
provided the rjqht course is taken, and 
enough buds or eves left on the cutting. 
Even nurserym en do not rely entirely on 
the single-eye method. Is is only used, iii 
fact, for new varieties, when wood is scarce, 
and it is desirable to increase the vines as 
fast as possible. C uttings set in the open 
ground should be prepared early in the 
spring, leaving two 
or 
a t m ost three 
oyes 
ou 
a 
piece. 
The 
lower 
part 
m ust be cut oft square a t the bulge 
where 
a 
bud lias form ed. 
Then re­ 
move 
this 
lower bud w ith 
a sharp 
knife so as to m ake a clean cut. Leave the 
top eye just at ihe su rfa c e d the soil. which 
must be packed around the lower part very 
closely. Blain iii rows three feet apart, and 
run tho cultivator through once a week to 
keep weeds down. P lant cuttings six to 
eight inches apart in the row, and keep 
down weeds with the hoe. If the season is 
fairly favorable four-lifths of these cuttings 
will m ake strong-rooted plains by the first 
of July. There is no need of being discour­ 
aged about those th at s t tins tim e show no 
signs of putting forth a shoot. Bull one up 
and you will find Hie bottom calloused and 
tine, w hite, thread-like roots from it. In 
Ruch cases tho shoot will usually start from 
Hie eye below the surface. W here the first 
eye starts and grows, the one below it will 
grow also. Iii tho fall or next spring 
one 
of 
these 
sprouts 
m ust 
be 
cut 
off. and too other trim m ed flown to a single 
eye. By this m ethod farm ers and others 
can easily and cheaply supply them selves 
with as m any grape vines as they wish, and 
of the best varieties. 
Four-fifths of all the 
grape vine grow th of th e previous season 
must be cut off this fall or next spring, aud 
it can usually be had for nothing. A few 
very hard-wooded and close-lointod grape 
vines do not root easily. Euinelan and 
Delaware are sam ples of these; hut it is 
only lie es-arv to take a little longer cut­ 
ting aud plant nt an angle of 45“ in the 
ground. This will keep the bottom of the 
cutting w ithin reach of th e airaud warmth. 
No m anure is necessary, in fact, it is posi­ 
tively hurtful. 
Its heating forces the buds 
too rapidly, .md may cause tho Bottom of 
tile cutting to rot instead of putting forth 
roots. 
A fly-blown sheep can readily bo distin­ 
guished. It stands perfectly still, with Its 
head near the ground, ears slightly drooping, 
when, all of asu d d en it will start to run. 
giving short, quick jerks, with the hind 
legs. somotliing like a horse th at is string 
halted, and a peculiar sideway motion of 
tho spine. This is the first indication of fly 
blow the shepherd has. 
As the maggots in ­ 
crease in size aud num ber the poor sheep 
will lie down,, jum p up w itll a start, utter a 
m ournful bleat, as if it recognized that un­ 
less relieved soon its days would lie few. 
The best rem edy for a fly-blown sheep is 
to shear it as soon as possible, and as close 
as can bedene: then take of kerosene and 
w ater equal parts, and bathe til© parts ln- 
lerted witli maggots. Tltss will usually 
kill them instantly. 
W atch tho sheep, and 
ll any m aggots have escaped the first time, 
give another application in say from four to 
eight hours, 
lf this second application 
does not rem ove all, repeat every lour to 
eight hours, until no more moggots are to 
be found. Then apply any healing oint­ 
m ent, to the part where the m aggots wore. 
If you have no ointm ent, apply good, clean 
lard two or three tim es daily until the sores 
ate entirely welL 
Give good nutritious 
food ail tho tim e. 
A plot of ground, eight rods by live. gives 
a q uarter of an acre, and will allow of plant­ 
ing four rows of trees tw enty feet apart; 
two of the rows m ay be near the tepees. I 
w ould plant all trees in a plot of this kind 
tw enty feet apart one way, thus giving 
plenty of room for working the ground 
thoroughly. 
Bear and cherry trees should 
be tw enty feet ap art iii the row, peaches 
elghtt en feet, while plum and quince trees 
will answ er tw elve feet apart. 
On this 
basis our plot will hold eight pear trees, 
four cherry trees, eight peach trees, eight 
plum and six quince trees, in the four rows, 
while the spaces between the rows may be 
occupied by sm all fruits aud truck, all of 
which will have plenty of room to grow 
and thrive for the ti ret six or eight years. 
In the centre of this 3 spaces, lo feet from 
tile trees, I would p lantarow ofgrai ovines, 
one of raspberries, and one of blackberries, 
while between these and Hie trees and iii 
the tree rows w ay be planted strawberries, 
asparagus, rhubarb, and such temporary 
truck as may be needed and desirable. 
Not nearly so m uch stubble is burned 
now as formerly. In the first place, reaping 
m achines cut m uch closer than did the old- 
fashioned cradle, and not co much is left to 
bo burned. 
Then, too, w heat now very 
rarely follows wheat, as it is deemed better 
policy to seed w ith g ’ ass or clover. It is 
difficult burning an oat or barley stubble, 
however r ink the straw. It is soft, and 
holds m oistiAe longer than wheat straw, so 
that it cannot bo burned except on some 
dry afternoon, and then om y in pat lies. 
Besides all this there is no longer the ad­ 
vantage in ourning stubble th it there was 
when the country was new. Our soils are 
yearly by cultivation becoming more defi­ 
cient iii vegetable m atter, and the fresh 
ash from stubble no longer has the stim u­ 
lating effect on crops th at it did when soil 
was full of humps.

The wise housekeeper will devote some 
attention to the proper tim e for canning 
and preserving, th a t she may get the fruit 
when it is cheapest 
Only w ith this atten ­ 
tion can she preserve fru it cheaper Ihan 
she can buy it already preserved, for the 
canner buys his fruit a t wholesale, and 
when ho can get the hest term s. Leaving 
out of the question cleanliness and the ad­ 
vantage of glass over tin, the advantage 
of hom e-canned over factory-canned is very 
slight, and tho paying of high prices fo* 
the 
m aterial 
m ore 
than 
balances the 
saving 
in 
respect 
to 
cost 
of 
labor 
and 
profits. 
The 
housekeeper 
can 
buy 
sugar 
a t 
retail 
practi­ 
cally as cheap as the canner buys it at 
wholesale, for there is alm ost no profit for 
retailers oil sugar. 
In fruit there are great 
m argins, and shrew d is the housekeeper 
who avoids paying them . If she eau m ake 
no arrangem ent w ith grow er or picker, she 
will buy the fruit in quantities large enough 
to get wholesale prices, and for this she will 
go to the commission m erchant. 
For the benefit of the inexperienced a 
visit was made last week to some of the 
commission houses on North M arket street. 
Brid one doaler. when asked w hat it was 
tim e to preserve now. he answered in true 
’’produce’’ m etaphor: "W ell. if s just be 
tween hay and grass now. The berry season 
is about over, and peaches haven’t come iii 
m uch vet, but we shall have plenty of them 
next week.” 
T here were pleniy of fine blackberries in 
the m arket, and there will lie m any this 
week, but prices will be higher, the m ini­ 
mum figure having been reached pome 
days ago. For the iast few days they have 
been selling by tLe crate (thirty-tw o boxes 
in the crate) at from eight to ten cents a 
box. 
Bas berries ave alm ost gone from the 
Boston m arket. 
They have been recently 
selling at from eleven to thirteen cents a 
box by the crate for good ones. Perhaps 
Hie best w ay to get raspberries for canning 
is to arrange w ith a m erchant in some 
country town in a raspberry region to send 
several pe ks when he can buy them best. 
This is a bint for next year. 
Blueberries will be plenty in the m arket 
for several weeks. The ruling price of late 
has been 7 cents. H uckleberries, which 
many prefer for canning because they are 
harder and w ith larger se. ds, have brought 
8 cents a Po* by the crate. 
C urrants are on their last legs, so to 
speak. By the basket, in w hich are about 
ten pounds, they have lately brought 4 
cents a pound. 
Tom atoes will soon be cheap enongh for 
canning. 
Last week they were ¥2 CO a 
bushel; this week they will be down to 
$160. Early in Septem ber they will got 
down to 40 or GO cents a bushel. 
A dealer in foreign fruits was found lam ent­ 
ing about the big pile of pineapples iii his 
shop. Said he: "T he pineapple trade is all 
over for the season. The canners have got 
all thev wnnt. 
The hotels and grocery 
dem and is over. Now we have to get rid of 
them to hucksters, who buy them because 
thev are cheap 
There are pineapples sell­ 
ing for $5 a hundred th at ouuht to bring 
$8. The largest of them are bringing $7 
and $4. We hoped and prayed th a t no more 
would come, but come they did, and for 
all I know they will keep on dragging 
along for some weeks vet.” One would con­ 
clude from this th a t it is a good tim e for 
housekeepers to buy pineapples for can­ 
ning. 
Grapes are already down to four and five 
cents a pound at wholesale, about as cheap 
as they will g e t Of course, when the 
natives come along, they will bo larger and 
better. 
This m onth will be the peach m onth, and 
next m onth come the plum s and tho best 
pears.

S e ve ra l G o o d T h in g s . 
M acaroni P u d d in g. — T ake one good 
cupful of m acaroui, break in sm all pieces 
and boil in w ater until soft, then put in a 
pudding dish; beat up tho yolks of five 
eggs, two cups of granulated sugar, a little 
salt, one quart of m ilk and stir all together. 
Beat your eggs well. G rate nutm eg and 
bake one hour. Take the w hites of the eggs 
aud beat stiff; one-half cup of granulated 
sugar; teaspoonful essence lem on; when 
the pudding is done, spread it over the top, 
set in toe oven and biowu. This is a very 
nice pudding, am i I always m ake it every 
Sunday. 
P rauh Ch ip s.—Pare your peaches and 
slice thin. Hard pea< lies are the best tor 
this purpose. To one pound of fruit, put 
one-half pound of sugar over for three 
hours; then put it o n to boiJ. 
M hen the 
chips are clear and tender take them out, 
p u t them on dishes and dry them in the 
sun. 
Boil in syrup till quite thiel* As the 
( hip* harden nip them iii the syrup and put 
them again in the sun; when they have 
dried enough, roll them in sugar, and pack 
them in sugar in stone jars and pour the 
syrup over them . They are nicer when 
m ane of pure honey instead of sugar. 
G in g e r B e e r. — T ake one and a half 
pounds of loaf sugar, one and a half ounces 
of bruised giuger, an ounce of cream tartar, 
th e rind aud juice of tw o lem ons, three 
gallons of boiling water and tw o table­ 
spoonfuls of brewers’ yeast, fresh. 
Mustard Pie KLR.—H alf a peck of sm all 
cucum bers, half peck cf green string beans, 
one quart of green peppers, two quarts of 
sm all oukns. Cut all in small pieces. P at 
cucum bers and beans in a strong brine for 
tw enty-four hours, then remove from the 
brine aud pour on m ixed with one pint of 
sw eet oil aud three quarts of vinegar. 
P ic k le d O n ion s.—Choose sm all ones as 
near the same size as possible. Peel them 
and pour over them strong boiling hut 
brine; cover them closely, aud the next 
nay drain them from the brine, wipe them 
dry. put them into cold vinegar w ith whole 
pepper, bruised garlic, blades of mace and 
sliced horse-radish. 
Keep them covered 
w ith v in e g a r, air tight, aud keep in a cool, 
drv place. 
T i M ATO 
C h o w d e r . — Slice a peck of 
green tomatoes, six green peppers, fourgood- 
sized onions; strew a teacup ol salt over 
them ; in the m orning turn off the w ater 
aud put into a porcelain kettle w ith vinegar 
enough to cover them , a teacup of sugar, 
one of grated horse-radish, a tablespoonful 
of clove, allspice and cinnamon. Boil until 
soil and seal air tight. 
L emon s y r u p .—Pour six quarts of boiling 
w ater on five pounds of loaf sugar, one and 
a half ounces ol tartaric acid, and half an 
ounce of whole ginger sligh tly bruised Let 
it stand until cola; then add two ounces of 
essence of lem on; strain, and bottle tight. 
C ra b -A p p le 
P r e s e r v e s . — Scald 
rho 
apples, then remove them from the water. 
To every pound of apples add one pound of 
granulated sugar. Put the apples and sugar 
over the fire and cook slowly until the fruit 
is quite tender. Then bottle tight. 
P ic k l ed G reen Co rn. - Select the young 
ears of corn when they are three or lour 
inches long. Husk and rem ove all the silk. 
P u t the ears into glass jars, w ith a bay leaf, 
one red pepper, three sm all 
onions to 
each quart jar. Pour in cold vinegar enough 
to till the jars and seal them air tight.

T ho sta tistic s of suicides in tn e U n ited 
S tates show s som e curious com parisons 
It ap p ears th a t th e chances of a m an ta k ­ 
in g h is ow n life are nearly tw o au d a h a lf 
tim es as g re a t in th e large cities as in th e 
e o n n ry . 
In N ew Y ork d u rin g 1885 one 
m an in every 6700 killed him self. 
In 
San F ran cisco th e proportion w as one in 
2800. 
T h e prob ab ility of a m u n ’s com ­ 
m ittin g suicide, ju d g in g from statistics of 
1885, is tw ice as g re a t in ban F ran cisco as 
in S t Louis or C hicago or New' O rleans, in 
P h ilad elp h ia, B rooklyn and B altim o re tho 
proportion is ab o u t e q u a lly good. 
T h a t of 
ta o la tte r city stan d s first, as only one 
suicide for every 14.900 of population oc­ 
cu rre d th ere. 
P robably th e m ost curious 
show ing of th e figures is th a t one in 6700in 
New Y ork co m m itted suicide, w hile In 
B rooklyn only on** in 14,000 d ied by his 
ow n h an d . 
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It goes alm ost w ith o u t saying th a t it is 
m o re difficult to g u a rd th e h e alth of young 
c h ild re n in w arm w e ath e r th a n in cold.

Now th a t Congress has gone hom e and 
President C l e v e l a n d is enjoying a well­ 
earned season of rest. it is in order to take 
account of stock after the lirst eighteen 
m onths of Dem ocratic rule. 
Our readers know th a t we have exercised 
our right as an independent Dem ocratic 
paper to criticise the course of the adm inis­ 
tration w henever we have thought it just 
aud proper so to do.

C l e v e l a n d ’s policy, however, does notpre- 
elude us from recognizing its m ain m erits. 
Those

substantial. 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d took on the duties and 
burdens of the chief executive office of the 
nation as tim representative of a party 
which h id been excluded from power for 
nearly a quarter of a century. 
It is idle to 
deny th at, by a form idable m inority of the 
American people, including a m ajority of 
the conservative citizens of the N orthern, 
W estern and E astern States, tile restoration 
of the Democra t to control at W ashington 
was regarded w ith distrust and apprehen­ 
sion. Only by a scant m ajority of a few 
hundreds was the great com m ercial State 
of New York induced to sanction th at res­ 
toration. 
President, C l e v e l a n d started 
on his executive career, therefore, as the 
choice of a party which had a dead weight 
of N orthern prejudice to lift. Election after 
election had been carried on the same cry 
which defeated H a n c o c k in 1880, and 
which went so far tow ards reconciling the 
com m ercial classes of the N orth to the 
count-out of T i l d e n in 1870. 
"Business in­ 
terests are in danger." Republican organs 
nd orators played on the sensitive busi­ 
ness nerve of the country w ith great cun­ 
ning and effect. 
The Dem ocratic party 
was painted in vivid colors as the enemy 
of busine a prosperity. 
Banking circles 
were alarm ed by prophecies of its intention 
to overturn the national bank system, in­ 
troduce a wild-cat currency, and repudiate 
the nation’s obligations to its creditors. 
Some of the wilder of these partisan alarm ­ 
ists w ent so far oven as to predir t th at tile 
Southern w ar claim s would certainly be 
paid and the Confederate debt assum ed in 
case a Democ ratic adm inistration was in­ 
stalled a t the capital. 
Now th a t Mr. T i l d e n is dead public men 
and papers of both parties concede not only 
his great gifts as a statesm an but his un­ 
doubted patriotism .

G a r l a n d was an unfortunate selection, to 
say th e least, and as a load his w eight in­ 
creases every day. T he other m em bers of 
the cabinet, M a n n i n o and W h i t n e y only 
excepted, are a row of feeble adm inistra­ 
tors. In spite of all this the C l e v e l a n d 
adm inistration has been, as a whole, clean, 
honest, and, outside of the State Depart­ 
ment, capable. No scandal like the Star 
route sw indle has disgraced any of its de­ 
partm ents. 
The Navy D epartm ent has 
shown enterprise and vigor, and under Sec­ 
retary W h i t n e y ’s direction the beginnings 
of a respectable Am erican fighting navy 
have been made. 


W hat rem ains to praise or blam e? There 
has been some com plaint of the President’s 
civil service policy, but even here we are 
strongly of 
the opinion th a t 
he has 
taken the wisest course; even if the advant­ 
age of th e Dem ocratic party is alone to be 
considered. T hat his pledges to Mr. C u r t i s 
were uncalled for and im politic we have 
always believed. Already they have been 
used to his disadvantage and they will, 
doubtless, return again and again to plague 
him.

'Die 
D em ocratic party is disposed to judge him 
leniently in this regard. It rem em bers his 
inexperience, and it allows for the aw k­ 
w ardness of his conflicting obligations, on 
the one side to his party, and on tho other 
to the exacting and unreasonable Republi­ 
can faction which is always pressing him 
for tho price of its holt from B l a i n e . The 
Dem ocratic criticism of ibe President’s 
treatm ent of tho publio offices has been 
widely m isunderstood and misrepresented.

been a square, outspoken, hard-working 
m em ber of his party has been held up as 
som ething that ought of itself to disqualify 
him under a D em ocratic adm inistration. 
There will always be a Dem ocratic protest 
against such an outrageous assum ption, 
and it is gratifying to note th at recent 
appointm ents in this State, notably that of 
Surveyor COVENEY, 
indicate 
th at

President is now disposed to recognize th at 
active and earnest party service, while it 
does not constitute a claim for office, never­ 
theless ought not to be set up as a bar to 
office. 
However, the offices are a m inor m atter 
w ith Dem ocrats, as indeed they are w ith 
everybody except tho m ugwum p brethren, 
and, w ith all th e discounts possible to be 
fairly m ade, we think the first year and a 
half of Mr. C l e v e l a n d ’s adm inistration

W hen Mr. C l e v e l a n d was a candidate 
for the presidency he entertained a view of 
the office which was com m ented upon at 
the tim e he stated it as somew hat novel. 
He set it forth in his letter of acceptance, 
in w hich he declared th a t the office of presi­ 
dent is "essentially executive in its na­ 
tu re.” In this view' of it Mr. C l e v e l a n d 
saw "nothing in the character of the office” 
w hich required him to decide m atters be­ 
longing to the legislative Iran ch of the 
governm ent 
Since his election Mr. C l e v e l a n d has 
evidently revised his opinion som ew hat on 
this ooinl. Before he had been inaugurated 
even lie had so far modified hts view of the 
"essentially executive” nature of th e presi­ 
dential office as to wrrite a forcible open let­ 
ter to Congress, giving th at body strong 
advice as to w hat it should do on the cur­ 
rency and coinage questions. And since he 
entered upon the duties of the office Mr. 


C l e v e l a n d has deviated still further from 
the estim ate of its duties laid down by him ­ 
self in his letter of acceptance. He has 
interfered, by the exercise of the veto 
power, 
w ith 
more legislative 
meas­ 
ures 
than 
all his predecessors 
from 


W a s h i n g t o n to A r t h u r inclusive. 
Alike 
on largo and sm all questions of legis­ 
lative policy. President C l e v e l a n d has 
m ade him self heard and felt w ith a posit­ 
iveness and force th a t com pletely throw s 
into the shade all form er presidents. 


A n d r e w J a c k s o n was deem ed a very self- 
willed m an, but his use of tho ^eto power 
was m oderate com pared Witli 
G r o v e r 


C l e v e l a n d ’s. 
G r a n t was looked upon as 
an obstinate and a t 
tim es headstrong 
executive, but he only vetoed the action of 
Congress on tw'enty-nine occasions in eight 
years. 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d has overridden the 
action of Congress over IOO 
tim es in 
eighteen months. 
In m atters as sm all as 
private relief bills, alw ays left heretofore to 
tho final dec sion ot Congress, and in m at­ 
ters as large as the disposition of the 
treasury surplus, President Cleveland has 
interposed his negative. 
We are not now discussing the m erits of 
these various vetoes. 
The 
m ajority of 
them we believe to have been wise and for 
tho public good. Tho pocket veto of the 
treasury surplus resolution we except from 
this general approval, and the announce­ 
m ent that, although vetoed, the policy of 
tho resolution will bo practically carried 
out by Hie treasury, acting independently. 
shows th a t there was no good reason why 
it should not have received 
the Presi­ 
dent’s signature. 
But. w hether wisely or 
unwisely, tho fact stands out th a t Mr. 


C l e v e l a n d has m ade him self a larger 
factor in tile legislative 
affairs 
of the 
governm ent than any of his predecessors. 
And yet, as 
a candidate, he beld the 
opinion th a t tho ottico was "essentially 
executive in its n atu re,” E vidently he has 
changed his mind.

In front of the counter on 
the floor is a laige wooden egg case,capable 
of holding forty-nine dozens wlmn full, while 
near bv is a sm all pasteboard box, par­ 
titioned off into twelve com partm ents, in 
every one of which lies a big egg, w hite and 
clean as chalk.

with "lien fruit” would a t once suspect 
them of being nest eggs. such us unskilled 
pullets use for patterns when they I egiu to 
fay. Sue In at least, was the im pression of a 
G lobe artist, who entered the place last 
week iii search of fresh et’cs. 
"T ilers are some there.’’ said the proprie­ 
tor. pointing to the box, “th at are as fresh 
as anv in the city. 
I’ll w arrant them every 
tim e.” 
"How m uch are they a dozen? 
"One dollar. Don’t bo in a hurry,” con­ 
tinued the proprietor, w ith a smile. 
"Just 
take one of these and try it, aud if you sav 
you ever saw such eggs before 1 11 buy you a 
dozen at any m a ket in Boston.” Saying 
this he tooK up an egg, loosened the wax 
th a t adhered to the sm all end, drew out a 
wooden plug, inserted a straw , pushed it 
over the counter, and sa id : 
"No 
she’s ail ready. Suck aw ay.” 
The artist complied, and instead of tasting 
egg. he i'ouud Ins tongue assailed by lirst- 
class sherry. The egg was no egg at all, but 
just a glass shell tilled with wine and 
stopped up. 
A reliable hen or a tw enty 
horse-power incubator m ight sit on one of 
these eggs for all eternity and not net a 
chicken. 
“ It is one of my ideas,” rem arked Hie 
grocer. 
"I got it up lo sell in Ma ne aud 
other places where such stuff is forbidden. 
The egiis hold two-thirds of a gin, or two- 
thirds of a common whiskey glass; so, you 
see. one,will furnish a gocd square drink to 
any man who isn’t a hog. 
"T he eggs are made of common g ass. At 
first I put on cem ented cloth, but th at 
leaked, and I had to plug Hie hole with 
wood and cover it w ith w hite wax. 
bhat 
works first rate. 


o n e d o z e n b e s t eggs. 


"A b yet I have filled them w ith but throe 
kinds of liquor—whiskey, sherry and claret; 
but I am going to m ake some brandy eggs 
soon, I sell my eggs for $1 a dozen, and 
they retail for fifteen cents each, though I 
shall have to ask a little more for those th at 
have brandy. I studied up the idea about a 
m onth ago, and have applied for a patent 
on it, winch I think I shall get.” 
"How m any have yon sold?" 
“Oh, I haven’t pushed them much on 
account of not ge t ting glass eggs J ast enough. 
I have sold 200 or 800 dozens in M ine, and 
have about as m any more ready to ship. As 
for Rhode Island, I haven’t tried th at mar­ 
ket any to speak of. I find my eggs sell very 
well right here. 
Peope w ant them as curi­ 
osities. lf a m an is on a train tie can just 
reach down into his gripsack, take out an 
egg in his handkerchief, put in his straw 
and pull away w ithout attracting notice. 
Drum m ers and others who have used my 
eggs say it is much bolter than to drink out 
of a bottle. It don’t draw any attention. 
When the glass factory w ith which I have 
a contract starts up again, I shall push my 
business for all It is worth. It is not illegal. 
The fact th a t I sell them for $1 a dozen is 
enough to show they are not eggs- So fat-1 
have not sold them as eggs to any one. A 
m an orders so m any dozens of me and tells 
me to i hip them In egg cases. I send them 
us he directs to his address, aud that is all 
thr re is to it. So long as I have got a 
license tosell liquors at wholesale I don’t see 
w hat they are going to do about it. If nu 
officer iii Maine or Rhode Island finds they 
are not eggs, but Honor, he can seize the 
property, inst the sam e as if it were in bar­ 
rels or bottles. But tjiat don’t trouble me 
any. I sell m y liquor in Boston where I 
bae e a license. If they can find anything 
wrong about it I have yet to learn wdtere it 
is."

QUEER MARRIAGE FEES. 


Paying the Clergymen in All Sorts of 
Things 
from 
Cash to Chickens-- 
Some Who Do Not Pay at All. 
I Philadelphia Record.] 
The Cam den clergym en are considering 
the propriety of establishing a uniform 
rate of m arriage fees. Office the Pennsyl­ 
vania license law has been in operation the 
rush to cross the ferry for quiet weddings 
has become so large th at the m inisters and 
justices have had a busy and, taking one 
consideration with another, a profitable 
tim e of it. I ately, however, th ere lias been 
a disposition on the part of Philadelphia 
lovers to become stingy about the fees, and 
in some cases to iorget entirely about them . 
W hat is w anted now' is a m inim um rate, 
and an agreem ent th at no h e less than 
th a t shall be 
accepted. 
A well-known 
Episcopal c’ergvm an of this city, laughing 
over the idea of a fixed m arriage fee, as 
th us proposed, sa id : “M arriage fees are not 
usualiy taken u sa right, but it is very sel­ 
dom th at a m inister is called upon to m arry 
people for nothing. Tho happy man, how­ 
ever stingy and m ean of disposition, at 
such a tim e is disposed lo m ake a show of 
f;enerosity, even if his eyes do ache to see 
us m oney go. To establish the practice of 
a regulation price tor the service would not 
benefit the m inisters, because the average 
m arriage lee is m uch larger than could 
very wi ll I e fixed upon as a uniform rate. 
Have I anv idea w hat the average m arriage 
fee is? 
W ell, let's se-. 
W hen I was a 
young pre cher I hat! a fairly well-to-do 
con ai elation, and lived in a good neighbor- 
In od. 
I inairied 102 couples in five years, 
and I received $478 in cash, one silver 
watch and a tin washboiler. 
T hat Is an 
average of about $3 tor each m arriage. In 
my present congregation, which is in a 
financial way much superior to th at of my 
early years, my m arriage fees have been 
sufficient in the pa-i ten years to buy me a 
very com fortable house, if I were disposed 
to invest in real estate. I have received a 
fee of $500 iii one instance, and fifty cents 
in another, and I m arried one couple for 
nothing andgave them a few hundred dol­ 
lars to begin housekeeping o n -th e bride 
was my daughter. I have a m inisterial 
friend in this city who is very well known 
w ho was paid 85000 as a m arriage fee, 
w hich is the largest th at I have any per­ 
sonal knowledge of." 
One of tho popular M ethodist pastors of 
tile city says th at he has received from $200 
to a pair of juicy spring chick' tis for m arn - 
ing people. "On one occasion," Hie m inis­ 
ter said, "I took a drive of six teen miles ami 
j aid So for the privilege of m arrying a 
couple who did not even invite me to the 
m arriage supper. T h at was in New Jersey. 
The gloom promised to send me a lee large 
enough to include the conveyance, but I 
was never able to collect either.

m arriage fee cam e near getting me int" 
very

bill

the groom 
which 
was a 
* ounforfeit. 
I 
pla od 
the 
bill 
in 
my pocket-book, and u few days after- 
ard I had occasion to goover to Baltimore. 
W hen I w ent into a store to buy a pair of 
gloves, I gave the salesm an the $5 hill, aud 
waited for my change. 
U nfortunately for 
me a sw indler had been passing bad money 
in Baltim ore about th a t tim e, and a de­ 
scription of the follow had b en put in the 
papers. In a general way I happened to 
answ er fa rly to th at description, and it was 
with great difficulty that I prevented the 
cler k who was waiting oil me from handing 
nm over to an officer, whom he had called 
alter closely exam ining tho note. Of course 
ti e newly m arried man who Had given me 
the money was greatly m ort,ti d. He after­ 
ward gave me a beautiiul <olt as compen­ 
sation. and redeem ed the note, of com se. 
"It is a pretty mean thief who will sw in­ 
dle a poor cot ntry pre .cher w ith a large 
fam ily and a sm all sa la ry ; but I once knew 
a man mean enough to do th at by m ean- of 
a bt gas m arriage. 
He < amo to a small 
country town in which my churel) lva­ 
lue.-ted. This was in New York State. 
Near me lived a B iptist m inister, who h d 
a hard st uggie to m ake both ends meet. 
A m an and a woman drove un to his house 
one evening ann were m arried. ’Hie man 
had a large roll of bills, aud pretended 
th a ’ 
lie 
was 
looking 
for a *5 note 
am ong 
them , hut 
they were 
all 
for 
$1(M). The fellow was profuse in his apolo­ 
gies; said lie was sorry th at he had no sm all 
bills, and did not w ant to go away w ithout 
giving Hie m inister a fee. Was ii p< ssible 
for the pastor lo get one of ti e large bills 
changed. 
I he poor clergy mail, eager to gel 
a cash 85 m arriage fee, which was some­ 
thing unusual wi Ii him, w ent to Ins little 
hoard and gave the m an $95. The next day 
the clergym an found that, the Slut) bi! was 
a counterfeit, aud he was never able to find 
tho sw indler. The m arriage was a put-up 
job, and about the most C"UtemDtible trick 
I ever knew or lftard of.” 
Ex-M ayor Bradshaw of Camden, during 
the latter part of his term , had a queer fish 
come to his m atrim onial net. 
A Philadel­ 
phia couple went over tho river and, railing 
at the m ayor’s residence, a-ked to be ii mi­ 
ned. The groom -aid that he had been out 
o I em ploym ent for some tim e and had in 
fee to offer. The mayor, being a good-na­ 
tured m an. readily consented to dispense 
w ith the fee and prom ptly m arried the 
im pecunious couple. 
A few m inute- after 
the lerem ony the groom cam e 
lack to 
the 
m ayor's 
house 
nnd sought to 
borrow 
$3, 
as 
he 
said he desirer 
to celebrate tho m arriage. Before he could 
recover from the shock the chief m agistrate 
was actually induced to hand over « dime. 
as a reward, lie subsequently rem arked,"for 
the ga I of tile thing.” 
The m ost common fee in Camden from 
the people who cross the ferry to get m ar­ 
ried is SI, wh cli is given with a request 
th at the m arriage notice be published in a 
Philadelphia paper, 'lin s < osts fifty cent*. 
The m arriage certificate costs an additional 
five cents, postage three o-nts, ami the m in­ 
ister or m agistrate lins just forty-t wo cents as 
his share of the groom 's prodigality. Of 
couse they cannot refuse a t least they did 
n o t—but the m arriages are becoming so 
num erous and the fees so ridiculous that 
tile Camden m ini-ters au l m agistrates say 
th a t they do not propose to m arry all 
Philadelphia for nothing. '‘T he Philadel­ 
phia m inisters.” said-one of the brethren in 
Camden, "get all the fat fees, and th:-others 
come over here to us. 
We propose to raise 
the rates.” ____________ 


T H E CHICAGO A N A R C H I S T S . 


D raw ing; X f i i r th e Conclusion of T h e ir 


I .o h s T r i a l —T h e D e fe n c e . 
The trial of the A narchists of Chicago, 
who are charged with com plicity in the ter­ 
rible Haym arket siu a re riot, still drags its 
slow' length along. The prisoners have in 
m any cases testified in their own behalf, 
but little gcod has been effected, it is be­ 
lieved, by tlieic action. 
Od Friday the counsel for the defence 
took bis hand, and m ade the best possible 
argum ent for the prisoners. The weakness 
of his case was seen in the fact th at his 
speech was largely m ade against the State 
attorney, who, he claim ed, was blinded 
by m alice, and was influenced by the police 
conspiracy to send the prisoner to the gal­ 
lows. 
Mr. Ingham m ade a m ost striking speech 
for the prosecution. He w arned the jury 
th at their verdict would become historic, 
for they m ust decide w hether the law' of 
the btate is able to protect itself.or w hether 
it is to be tram pled upon by those eight 
men, but one of whom is a native of the 
soil. These men posed as So ialists, and 
Johann Most, 
the 
acknowledged head 
of anarchy in tins country, was 
their 
leader, and yet Johann Most was expelled 
at the congress of Socialists in Europe not 
long ago. but two votes being cast in his 
favor, “dust us the turkey buzzard spews 
his vom it upon fair fields, soEurope spewed 
Johann Most upon these shores: and just as 
the vomit of the turkey buzzard festers and 
corrupts w hatever it touches, so Johann 
Most defiles his associates.” The speaker 
said ’That were the European leaders of 
socialism to see those defei dam s and hear 
them call them selves Socialists they would 
suit upon them . Scarcely a witness of the 
H aym arket riots exam ined by the defence 
had been iii this country as much as ten 
years. We wore alive to the enjoym ent of 
our free and enlightened iorm of govern­ 
m ent, but 
these offscourings 
of 
older 
countries. 
where 
liberty 
was 
only 
known in theory, forced to leave th eir 
native shores, came here to force their ideas 
of liberty down our throats with dynam ite.” 
Mr. Ingham called the attention of th eju ry 
to Hie finding in the house of Engel of an 
appliance which Engel him self adm itted 
to an officer was made for the purpose of 
fusing m etals in the m anufacture of bombs. 
This was before the arrival of Lingg in 
this country and the introauction of his 
bomb. which only could be m ade w ithout 
the aid of a blast furnace. The advantages 
of L nge’s bomb were apparent a t once, 
and Instead of the bomb described in Most’s 
book, the one which was exploded on the 
H aym arket 
was 
identical 
w ith 
thoso 
found in Ltngg’s trunk. Lingg was a disci­ 
ple of Spies, copies had outstripped Most, 
w horn Europe had spewed upon our shores. 
Lingg had not been in this country nine 
months, but instantly upon his arrival he 
began to prepare to Mow into sm ithereens 
Am ericans who had in fifty years of eco n o 
niv and industry accum ulated a compe­ 
tence which they were not w illing to part 
w ith on dem and. 
August Spies sm iled insolently during 
the speech, but the other defendants list­ 
ened in solemn silence. Captain Black and 
Mrs. Parsons are quoted as saying they 
were terribly afraid of the effects of Ing­ 
ham ’s address.

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SOLDIERS AND INDIANS. 


Troopers Amid a Shower of 
Bullets and Arrows. 


Veterans in Their First Fish! with 


Brave Dnsky Warners. 


A Defence and Escape which Caused 
No Little Surmise. 


After the close of the civil war, says a 
writer in the New York Bun, four or live 
bodies of cavalry were sent to the plains to 
serve out their unexpired terms by giving 
the Indians a rub. At Julesburg a part of 
(be force scouted to the south, in Colorado, 
and tho rest proceeded to Fort Laramie,and 
thence raided 
toward 
tho Black Hills. 
W hite and Indian scouts were,furnished by 
the governm ent and tho cavalry was not 
long in finding Indians and plenty to do. 
In 
July, 
1806. a force 
of 
350 
cav­ 
alry left Laramie for a raid to the north. 
With this force were five white and seven 
hid:an scouts. "Ilie body ot troops nits 
scarcely five miles from the fort when In­ 
dians were sighted, ana before going into 
camp for the night at least 60ff savages had 
sbown themselves. The Indians did not 
seek to obstruct the way. and there was 
hardly a gun fired until the fourth day. 
when the troops reached the south fork 
of the Big Cheyenne river. The Black 
Hills 
were 
close 
at 
hand 
now, 
the 
country 
was 
rough 
anil broken, 
and 
the 
indians 
had 
gathered until 
their num ber was estimated at 1200. It 
was evident from their actions that they 
were determined to opposo further pro­ 
gress. The brigadier-general in command 
of the troops had done good lighting in Vir­ 
ginia, hut hail never seen a wild Indian be- 
lore. 
He was for adopting 
the ta tics 
practised in civilized warfare, but, luckily 
lor the command, he was an officer without 
oi stinncy or conceit. 
The scouts wa tied 
him that a big tight was impending and 
that it must Lo fought indi n fashion, or 
not a man of I hem would return to the 
fort. He accepted their advice and coun­ 
term anded tile orders he Ii d given for 
pushing out small detachments to charge 
the Indians. 
T he Idea had been to find the Indian® and 
fight them. The cam p on the hank of Hie 
stream was a good defensive position, lifting 
on a bluff well covered with trees, and the 
ground nretty well broken. The cutup ex­ 
tended along a front • I half a mile, taking 
in a sort of grove. To the west there was 
an interval of a quarter of a mile, and then 
a s nailer grove, while to the east the 
ground was d e a r for miles. The attack 
first ca ne from the Indians, 
At daylight 
they sent forward sharpshooters, who crept 
as near the camp as possible anc opened 
fire with considerable eftect. 
This was 
speedily returned from the rifles of 
T ho Seoul* mill the Carbines 
of the troopers, but after an hour the men 
were ordered to save their ammunition. 
During tho tiring a large number of Indians 
crossed to tho north side of Hie sit earn aud 
opened tire from that direction, but they 
\vasted their bullets. 
It was alter noon before the fight opened 
in real earnest. 
At least COO dismounted 
Indians then advanced tipi n the front of 
tile camp taking advantage of every rock 
and 
hollow, and 
aith ugh 
the camp 
could not Ii ave been better sheltered, a 
num ber of 
men and 
hoists were hit 
within an hour. 
It was soon discov­ 
ered that the real attack was to be made on 
Hie right flank. 
Mounted Indians lo Hie 
number ot SUO gathered on the open ground 
between Hie two groves for a dash into tho 
camp. With the troops strung on to n such 
alon g trout and having plenty to do, a 
Hank '.tr ick meant iii aster, and the com­ 
m ander prepared to checkmate it. 
Fifty 
men were ordered into the saddle under 
cover of the trees, and at th eb la-t of the 
bugle they charged full at Hie force of red­ 
skins. 
After 
a volley from tho 
car­ 
bines tho men drew sabres, aud with 
Hie war 
cry winch 
had 
echoed 
on 
a score of 
battlefields of 
the South, 
they rode down upon the dusky foe. The 
Indians ut first seemed determined to stand, 
tun as the line came nearer and the pa kelt 
sabres glittered before then" eyes they sud 
donly broke .md lied. 
The orders to Hie 
cavalry were not to push the Indians anv 
distance, but simply to break them ; but in 
the excitement some of the men allowed 
their enthusiasm to carry them too far. 
As 
they finally drew rein at tho call of the 
bugle seven troopers found themselves cut 
oil from the main body, fine of them was 
a cultural, and, as soon as lie saw the situ­ 
ation. he ordered the sound Comake for tho 
second grove. They reached this to find it 
about half an acre in extent, the ground 
not only well^overcd with trees, but broken 
into natural ride pits, aud dotted lier* aud 
there with boulders. 
The troopers reached the grove amid a 
shower of bullets and arrows, which fortu­ 
nately injured no one, and instead of trying 
to cover the whole ground they took a p a 
position at the eastern end, and threw' up a 
breastwork of logs and ro ks. 
While they 
were working ut this every one of their 
horses was killed, and the men added the 
bodies to the breastwork. The entire force 
of Indians now crowded in between the 
two groves, thus cutting oft' all hopes that 
the seven 
troopers 
m ight 
be 
rescued 
by 
a 
charge. 
The 
larger 
body 
was 
held under a very .hot fire, and every man 
in it felt that 
Hie 
squadron thus cut 
oft' would bo butchered within half an 
hour- It was well for the 
seven 
that 
the corporal was a cool and level-headed, 
fellow. All were veterans, hut it was then- 
first Indian fight. 
His first instructions 
were to count their cartridges. While some 
had sixty, having just been served before 
the charge, others had as high as seventy- 
two, thus m aking Hie average 
S ix ty - tii r H o u n d * lie r M o n . 
In addition to their Silencers, each man had 
a 
Remington revolver with abundance 
of 
ammunition. 
From 
the 
moment 
they intrenched iii the grove at least 
600 Indians turned their whole atten­ 
tion 
to 
wiping 
the 
little 
command 
o u t A fire was maintained on a complete 
crescent, and the troopers did not five one 
return shot for nearly an hour. Then, as 
tho emboldened Indians began to creep 
nearer, the Spencers were brought into play. 
tor ten rounds apiece, and fit least twenty 
Indians were killed or wounded. From a 
tree in the larger camp- one of the scouts 
saw them bear oft fourteen warriors in 
their arms, and six or eight more went 
limping out of the tight without help; Five 
hundred bullets a minute during tho hot­ 
test of the tiro struck the breastworks, out 
Bet one of its defenders was injured. 
About an bour beforesundown it was seen 
that tho Indians were getting ready for a 
grand advance on tho isolated troopers. 
A 
sudden rush from all sides would result in 
the capture of the men. Not one of their 
carbines had been hoard for the List hour, 
and no one could say whether they were 
dead or alive. The general belief was that 
they were dead. The ground vvas/avorahlc 
for tho Indians to advance on horseback, 
and some 200 of them formed in the val­ 
ley 
iii 
one 
long, 
single 
line. 
The 
firingt alt ut 
once 
ceased, 
and 
with 
a 
YI! 
yi! yi!” 
the redskins dashed 
forward at the grove, the ends of the 
line rilling Hie fastest, so as to completely 
envelop the position held by the troopers. 
It was as square a charge as white men 
ever made; but when tho line was within 
pistol shot of the grove the seven troopers 
sprang out of their fort, opened out in skir­ 
m ishing order, and the way Hie ounce balls 
Lorn those carbines screamed into the In­ 
dians was something to make one cheer. 
The men had'nt tired three rounds apiece 
W o r e the line was wavering, and as ti ey 
kept it up tho charge degenerated into a 
mob. There was cheering, yelling, shoot­ 
ing, and rushing to and fro. Between Hie 
reports of the Spencers we get. the crack of 
Hie 
revolvers 
and 
the 
snap 
of 
the 
rifles, hut the smoke settled down so thick 
Hi t all objects were speedily shut out. 
While we cheered our comrades for the 
brave defence they were making, no one 
had the least hope of their esraie. Yon 
can, therefore, judge of our amazement 
when, after the Silencers had seemed to fire ! 
in volleys four or five times, the seven 
troopers came runni ig in under the smoke j 
cloud. Three of them were wounded with : 
bullets and two others with arrows, but j 
none seriously. They had fought witli a j 
plan, and their plan had been a success. 
The defence and escape was a m atter r f { 
wonderment to the Indian fighters as well 
as green hands, and particularly so in the 
lo-s to tho Indians. Three months later. 
when asort of a truce had been patched up, 
they admitted a direct loss from the defence 
of these seven men of 
nineteen killed, 
eleven wounded and ten pon es killed or 
rendered useless. They withdrew with ut 
making another serious attack upon us, 
living suffered a total loss of Hilrthj-two 
billed and about as many wounded.

A Legal Squabble Over the Claims of an

is published bere today. A year and a half 
ago, Mrs. Clarissa C. Peck died, leaving 
from Ssoo.ooo to twice that sum.

of her will. 
After young Peck’s 
friends, 
George 
C. 
Whipple, 
a 
com­ 
mission merchant, nnd John W. Hoff­ 
man. a 
real 
estate 
man, 
had 
col­ 
lected the evidence of 200 witnesses and 
oxi ended $10,000 in pro-eeuting Ins case, 
ho dismissed his snit for the sum of $2500. 
It is claimed by young Peck’s friends that 
frequent propositions were made by those 
lTiieestcd 
in 
the 
estate 
to 
buy 
him 
off. 
bailing 
in 
this, 
it 
is 
asserted 
that 
a 
Miss 
Montrivers 
was paid $10,000 to mar * him and procure 
from him a release of .,.8 claims. They 
say he was plied with liq a r and drugs for 
weeks, and th at on Ma' I he executed 
pipers transform s all his interest in the es­ 
tate to the executors, Albert Keep, president 
of the Chicago Si Northwestern Railroad 
Co., and Henry Keep, his brother. 
Young 
Peck claims to be the posthumous child of 
Claris«a Peck’s son, George E., who was 
cast off by her oil account of Ids dissipated 
habits, and for marryin 
woman below 
his family’s social standing. 
The executors maintain th a t the post 
humous child died at its birth, and that tho 
c alm ant is a foundling named Jam es Gal­ 
lagher. who was taken from the bt. Joseph’s 
Orphan Asylum and substituted for the 
dead child. 
Young Peck, the alleged heir, like his re­ 
puted 
father, is 
dissipated 
and 
weak- 
minded. He says the compromise was en­ 
gineered by one Frank Marshall, a detective 
who pretended to be his friend, out sold out 
for 81 GOO. 
He said yesterday til at he 
was not iii 
his 
right mind when he 
signed Hie papers. He had been drinking 
with Marshall three days steadily before 
tile papers were executed, but claimed that 
he knew what he was doing. He denied 
that he married his wife at the solicitation 
of anv person, but said she encouraged the 
signing o f Hie papers. 
Mr. George C. Whipple, who has been 
backing the claims of young Peck, says: 
"I do not believe that the Keeps or tho 
attorneys dill it. 
The bov got into the 
hands of a detective, who iiad been cin- 
plo' ed on our side, but w horn I discharged. 
With what he knew’ of our case lie went to 
the other side and sold us out.” 
Mr. Whipple says lie had incontestable 
Ptoofs Hint Peck was the rightful heir. 
Phis idea is scouted by Mr. Albert Keep, 
who dec! .res himself warranted in declar­ 
ing the foundling claimant, young Peck, a 
fraud. 
"We had positive proof," said Mr. Keep,

'Hie father looked through 
the peek hole to see how tire flames were 
doing their work, and saw’, if ire saw what 
others did, a horrible sight. Tire officers of 
the association could not conceal their dis­ 
gust, and stated that it was not a case of 
progress, but of bestial greed. Tire young 
man never expressed a desire to be burned, 
and ired plenty of money in the bauk to 
pay for a funeral. Iii one hour tire ashes 
were taken out ami placed in an urn, which 
the undertaker will deliver to tire parents.

And Dies Full of Years and Disgust 


for Hopeless Fools. 


Thomas Jefferson, Esq.. the author of a 
popular brand of simplicity, was born in 
Albemarle county, V a. April IS, 1743. His 
family were of Welsh extraction, having 
been successfully extracted from VV ales 
prior to ICH*. 
His father was Peter Jefferson and his 
mother was a Randolph from away back. 
Peter Jefferson was the father of nine 
children and his wife was the mother of an 
equal number, of which Thomas was the 
third. 
In 1757 P. Jefferson died. leaving 
his son 1900 acres of land to pay taxes on. 
The son also received thirty slaves on the 
death of his father and by selling off a 
yearling or two-year-old slave every spring 
and fall, Thomas was enabled to attend 
college aud polish Himself. At the age of 
24 years lie graduated in law' under George 
Myrtle. 
He became a good lawyer and a 
fluent collector of fees. 
It is not generally known, outside of Mr. 
Jefferson’s family and a 'ow personal 
friends, including the writer, that Thomas 
was somewhat given to the violin habit, 
yet such was the cst.1*, the violin case per­ 
haps. but we are not hero to write flippant­ 
ly of this great man. Let us not try to bo 
funny over the weakness of one who, what­ 
ever may have been his peculiarities, was 
the originator of a system of Jeffersonian 
simplicity 
and 
offensive 
partisanship 
which hns made our broad land rear up on 
its hind feet like a great rock in a weary 
laud. 
Mr. Jefferson could rapidly play "Gray 
Eagle’’ and tho "Mugwump's Lament” at 
the ago of nineteen, and un to the day of 
his death was passionately fond of prac­ 
tising en the violin in a dark room and 
then attributing the sounds to some one 
else. 
He practised law for eight years with 
great success, starting in by renting an I 
office and looking out the window thereof j 
for six mouths, when one day a poor widow 
woman with a carload of children came in 
and fell on his neck weeping in a desultory 
manner, which took the starch out of Mr. 
J.'s shirt frill. 
"Ah,” said the author of '‘simplicity,” 
‘‘Why do you come in here this way, dear 
madam, and weep all over me when I ain 
engrossed in business, and worried with my 
large practice?” 
"A la*!" Wald the Woman. 
with a fresh snort of woe. and a wild wad 
of wet anguish, once more inserting her 
surcharged orbs in Mr. Jefferson’s bosom, 
"alas, lam undone!" 
“So is my shirt frill,” said Mr. J., as lie 
mechanically threw her from him. and pro­ 
ceeded to w ring out the moist and depressed 
ornament. 
Calming her with kind words, however, 
and reviving lier by bolding a bottle of 
home made ink to her nose, lie asked ber to 
tell him her case speedily, as his time w as 
very valuable, for lie ex acted another 
client the follow ing spring, and so he could 
not delay. 
Bnellv, she was accused of murdering 
some people, and she needed the help of a 
bright, young lawyer to convince the illit­ 
erate jury that this was not true. 
Mr. Jefferson took the case, and by a 
system of changes of venue, continuances 
and appeals, succeeded in piling up such a 
load of costs on the county that the prose­ 
cuting attorney was glad to dismiss the 
defendant. 
From this on Mr. Jefferson’s 
success was assured. He got so accustomed 
to speaking in public that his mouth did 
not get dry any more, and he could easily 
talk for hours upon politi< a1 subjects. As a 
speaker he had wonderful staying qualities, 
and would frequently remain long after 
every one else had gone home. 
The biog­ 
rapher says that before he left the bar Mr. 
Jefferson’s practice was worth £500 sterling 
per annum. 
He married, January 1,1772, Martha Skel­ 
ton. a young, beautiful, accomplished and 
childless widow’, daughter and heiress of a 
well-known Virginia lawyer named WayleB, 
a distant relative of P. Wayles. now’ in 
Great Britain. Mr. Jefferson was always 
kind to his wife and never reproached her 
because she had been an heiress. He said 
that a woman had just as good a right, un­ 
der the Virginia law, to be an heiress as a 
man had, and he would not taunt her with 
it He simply said to her, “Go, and sin no 
more.” He said that, as for himself, he 
would not be the first one to cast a stone at 
an heiress. 
Mr. Jefferson was at one time a member 
of the Legislature aud did much good work 
while there. He was instrumental in abol­ 
ishing the laws relative to entail and 
primogeniture. He also greatly improved 
the existing game laws, making it a felony 
to turn a jack from the bottom of the pack, 
He succeeded Patrick Henry as Governor 
of Virginia, resigning the office alter two 
years. 
He then turned in and assisted 
General Washington in 
defending his 
country and oeiug lim in the hearts of his 
countrymen. 
During the war, one of Jefferson’s estates 
was pillaged by the forces under Corn- 
Wallis, and Tarleton’s cavalry boarded at 
his Monticello place several days, 


C o n t r a r y to U r . J . ’ rn W ith e * . 
Upon the death of his wife, in September, 
1782, he accepted an appointment as pleni­ 
potentiary to France. 
"You replace Dr. Franklin,” said the 
Count de Vergennes to the new minister. 
“I succeed Dr. Franklin,” said the great 
inventor of Pan-Electric simplicity; “no 
one can replace him.” 
The historian says that Mr. Jefferson 
made a good minister. He not only per­ 
formed the usual duties, but he seDt over 
seeds, plants, shrubs and blooded lien’s eggs 
to his native land, acted as correspondent 
for the papers, and wrote a book called 
“Notes on Virginia.” 
He returned to Virginia in 1789 and was 
soon appointed, by Washington, secretary 
of state, la 1796 lie was elected vice-presi­ 
dent and in 1800 be was chosen president of 
the United States. He now h»gan to intro­ 
duce Jeffersonian simplicity and wear yarn 
mittens while doing his chores. As a presi­ 
dent he wou many friends, and office seekers 
from all over the Union came to him frankly 
and told him they enjoyed his administra­ 
tion, ob. so much. 
Jefferson refused the 
nomination for a third term, and March 4, 
1809, he retired to his beautiful reserved 
seat at Monticello, where he practised on 
the violin and wrote autographs for a grate­ 
ful people. 
Mr. Jefferson was tall and well formed. 
being about the height and general tout 
ensemble of the writer, parting his hair in 
the middle, also in a similar m anner to that 


so much affected byth* humble writer of 
these lines He had sandy hair and a gritty 
disposition, also a benevolent expression of 
countenance which often misled people 
who came to him for the purpose of In­ 
dorsing his administration and securing the 
post office in their own town. 
He was a 
good citizen, a kind-hearted mat), and 
loved his country first rate. A great many 
believe that had anvilling happened to 
prevent Washington being the lather of his 
country. Jefferson would have been a good 
man for that place.

The Flank Movement from 
Spotsylvania to N. Anna. 


A Weary March After Fifteen Days of 


Almost Incessant Fighting. 


Two Rifle Shots Cause an Alarm in 
the Dense Forest

For fifteen days we had been fighting in 
the Wilderness and at Spotsylvania, and it 
was with g ro t joy that the enlisted men of 
the Second Corps received oM*he afternoon 
of May 20. 1SC4, the order to withdraw 
from our foul intrenchments and march to 
tho rear. Our officers assured us that we 
were to have a rest. We needed it. Fifteen 
days of battle-fifteen days of continuous 
and bloody lighting—had exhausted us 
Physically, and had unstrung our nerves. 
We fell ba' k to a piece of woods, and pre­ 
pared to enjoy a night’s unbroken sleep. 
Tho 
guns 
were 
parked. 
The 
picket 
rope 
was 
stretched, and some horses 
wore 
tied 
to 
it, 
when 
a 
head­ 
quarter's orderly rode briskly into our camp 
and delivered an order to our captain. The 
enlisted men ceased their preparations for 
making a night of it, and watched tho or- 
derly. 
The captain read the order, re­ 
ceipted for it, and then ordered the chests 
of tho gun limbers to be filled with ammu­ 
nition. aud supplemented that with an­ 
other, commanding the chief of caissons to 
take them to the rear to the ammunition 
train and fill them. 
The enlisted men 
did 
not 
relish 
these 
orders. 
They 
sharply 
indicated 
that 
we 
were 
not 
to 
have 
a 
long 
unbroken 
sloop. In a few minutes the battery quar­ 
term aster came into the camp accompnued 
by lits wagons which were loaded w ith for­ 
age and rations. The line sergeants loudly 
called: "Fall in for rations!” and tho gun 
crews marched to tho wagons, where six 
days’ rations were issued to us. 
Sacks of 
grain were thrown on the_ ground, prepar- 
sttoiy to he loaded on the limbers and cais­ 
sons. To the r gilt. to the left of us heavy b x- 
m u’e teams rolled into the infantry camps, 
and the soldiers gathered around them 
with open haversacks, which were speedily 
filled. 
Men w ho were bathing at a run 
which flowed near us. or who were seated 
shirt in hand on the ground, endeavoring 
to pick the vermin off of that garment, put 
on their clothing and hurried to Hie 
wagons. 
Then 
other 
wagons,

chucked heavily into ruts, rolled into the 
infantry camps, and 
( ’bents Fillet! W ith A m m unition 
were thrown out and ripped open, and the 
soldiers 
helped 
themselves. 
Cartridge 
boxes were tilled until they sagged heavily 
on the supporting belts. 
Atter eating an early supper I walked 
over to tile nearest infantry regiment, and 
found most of the men lying on the 
ground, sleeping soundly by their stacked 
muskets. A few groups of earnest, intelli­ 
gent men sat under trees, studying the war 
mans of Virginia which were open beto e 
them. 
These men told me that six days’ 
rations-and generous 
rat'e ns, too—bait 
been issued to them, and that 
every 
enlisted 
man had forty rounds of am­ 
munition 
in 
his 
cartridge 
box 
and 
twenty iii his pockets. 
I sat with these 
men for an hour. We talked of the cam­ 
paign, and studied tho maps, arid finally 
i oncludod that the Second Corps was to 
march that night to our left, arid attempt 
to get around the Confederate right. Not a 
mati of the group I was with believed that 
rho movement would be successful. We 
knew. and the maps showed, that the Con­ 
federates had the shortest line to march on, 
and we had heard from cavalry privates 
who had ridden south on raids or who h d 
operated on the flanks of tho army, that 
the important strategic poiuts and natural 
lines of delence that lay in the region in­ 
tervening between us and Richmond had 
all been carefully fortified. But whether 
tile movement would he successful or not, 
it was the only thing to be done, unless it 
were to return to the camps north of the 
Kapidan. Every intelligent enlisted man 
iii the Army of tho Potomac knew that we 
could not. wrestthe Confederate intrenoli- 
rnents atSpottsylvania from the clutch of 
Lee’s veteran infantry. 
Returning to the battery, I spread my 
blankets under a tree on the vermin in­ 
fested ground, am) was asleep instantly, to 
be awakened just as 
I W in Vt i n n i n g a G rea t R a ttle, 
by the drivers hitching in their horses. I 
packed up. asked a sergeant w hat time it 
w as and was told that it was about mid­ 
night. 
There were no bugle calls that 
night, indeed, I heard no music, not even 
the tap of a drum. Silently the battery 
rolled off of our camp ground. We could 
iiear the solid, tread, tread, tread, of unseen 
infantry as they marched I y. All around 
us the air hummed ami vibrated with life. 
Murmurs us of reeds whinperingly greeting 
tile flowing sea filled the air. We came to 
a broad road which showed white iii the 
night, aud along which the Second Corps 
w ere streaming at a swimming gait, with 
thoir arms at will. We turned into the 
road and inarched alongside of these men.

We unlimbered the guns, but had not 
sufficient space to swing thorn into i attery, 
so closely did the infantry press around us.

We crouched low around the gun trails 
and waited.

found was the silence that I could hear my 
heart beat, boon we heard the voices of 
tho skirmishers, who had rushed into the 
woods, calling lowly, bul distinctly, as they 
returned 
"There is nothingtliere. Don’t fire! don’t 
fire! We ate coming back.” They rejoined 
the battle line, which faced into column. 
and, limbering up. we resumed the inarch. 
But I did not understand the two rifle shots. 
ami I did not Bae tho way in which the bat­ 
tery got jammed on the road 
'lite night wore away. Morning came, 
and we c inked breakfast at tires made of 
fence rails. We, the ever hungry, preda­ 
tory enlisted men, quickly discovered that 
we were marching through a corn and to­ 
bacco and stock-raising country, and we 
raided tobacco barns in a quiet manner and 
killed some sheep and many chickens, and 
much food was stolen front the farmhouses. 
Bef re noon we canto to the village of 
Bowling Green, win re many pretty girls 
stood at cottage windows or i.oors, aud 
were as cb se to the despised Yankees as 
the garden gates, and looked scornfully at 
us a - we marched through the pretty town 
to kill their fathers ami brothers. 
It was a weary march, but a march during 
which there was no struggling. 
We could 
look back trout bill tops and see the long 
steel-tipped column stretching for miles be­ 
hind us. At noon we halted for dinner, and 
spent an hour or two in cooking and eat­ 
ing and in lying on the ground talking aud 
smoking the good tobacco we had stolen, 
and in sleeping. 
Again we marched. By the middle of the 
afternoon one of my comrades called my 
attention to 
A R ust Colum n W U icb Koan 
away off to our right behind the crest of a 
ridge, and which moved parallel with us. 
The nows spread up and down the column 
that we had been outmarched, and that 
wherever we stopped there we would find 
Longstreet’s corps. I expressed my anxiety 
at being so far in advance of the main 
army. I was promptly reassured and en­ 
couraged by a young line sergeant, who ex­ 
plained Longstreet’s inability to attack us 
without being reinforced. 
Morally strengthened and braced up by 
the sergeant’s talk I ran ahead and re­ 
joined my gun. Toward evening I saw 
troops defiling to the lait of tho road 
ahead of us, and as soon as they halted dirt 
began to fly aud intrenchments to rise out of 
the ground. My battery was directed to 
campon a slight elevation, which a staff 
officer indicated with a gleaming sabre.

into 
battery. 
To 
our 
front 
and 
right, 
distant 
about IGOU 
y ids, 
was 
a 
large, 
white 
store.

smaller building*. The men of Battery K. 
Fourth United States Artillery, which stood 


in battery to our left, manned a gun, and 
almost Instantly athel! screamed through 
the air and burst close to a group of Con­ 
federate scouts, who sat on their horses in 
front cf the white shire watching us. They 
disappeared, and I saw no other Confeder­ 
ate soldiers at Milford station. Our line 
of defence was quickly chosen, and at 
once the men began to fortify it. Hero 
they pushed 
the line out, there they 
drew it back, taking advantage of the 
ground and fortifying it as their experience 
had taught them was best. In an hour a 
line of earthworks was thrown up which 
the Second ( orps could have held for days 
against all the Confederates whom Leo 
could have massed to the assault. To our 
left distant about 800 yards, and in a point 
of heavy oak timber, lay an Irish brigade— 
tough, jovial fellows, and stanch fighters. 
The/ had built the crack m trcnchm ent of 
the line. 
The hard marching of the flank move­ 
ment was over. 
That night we slept, and 
the next day we slept again and rested. 
North Anna was ahead of the Wilderness, 
and Spottsylvania, where ntanv of our com­ 
rades lay dead on tho ground, were of the 
past.

Never Forgot Anything. 


The Idiot Who Went to Chnreh and 


Could Repeat the Sermon. 


Phenomenal 
Powers 
of 
Others 
Whose Memories Were Gigantic.

"If “all great people have great memo­ 
ries,” as Sir Arthur Help declares in his 
delightful book, entitled “Social Pressure.” 
it by no means follows that all tnose who 
are possessed of great memories are "great 
people.” Many instances m ight be cited to 
show that men of very moderate intel­ 
lectual capacity may be endowed with a 
power of memory which is truly prodig­ 
ious. In addition to this there are plenty 
of well-authenticated examples of the 
extraordinary 
power 
of 
memory dis­ 
played even 
by 
idiots. 
Iii 
the 
Me­ 
moirs of Mr*. Somerville there is a curious 
account of a most extraordinary verbal 
memory. "There is an idiot in Edinburgh,” 
she tells us, "of a respectable family, who 
had a remarkable memory. 
He never 
failed to go to the kirk on Sunday, and on 
returning home could repeat the sermon, 
saying: ’Hero the minister coughed; here 
he stopped to b ow his nose.’ Luring the 
tour we made in the Highlands.” she adds, 
“we met with another laiot who knew the 
Bible so perfectly that if you asked him 
where such a verse mbs to be found he 
could tell without hesitation, and repeat 
the chapter. These examples are sufficient­ 
ly remarkable; bntw hatshall be said of the 
case cited by Archdeacon Fenton in his val­ 
uable pamphlet on “Mental Vigor?” "There 
was in mv lather’s parish.” says the arch­ 
deacon, "a man who could remember the 
day when every person had been buried in 
the parish for thirty-five years, and could‘ 
repeat with unvarying accuracy tne name 
and age of the deceased, with the mourners 
at the funeral. But he was a complete 
fool. Out of the line of burials ne had but 
one ide 1, and could not give an intelligent 
reply to a single question, nor be trusted to 
feed himself. 
These phenomenal instances 
may be 
matched 
by the Sussex farm laborer, 
George Watson, as we find recorded in 
"Hone’s 
Table 
Book.” 
Watson 
could 
neither read nor write, yet he was wont to 
perform 
W on d rou s F ea t* o f M en ta l C alcu lation , 
and his memory for events seemed to be 
almost faultless. 
"But the most extraordi­ 
nary circumstances,” says Hone, "is the 
power he possesses of recollecting the 
events of every day from an early period of 
his life. Upon being asked what day of the 
week a given day of the month occurred, 
he immediately named it. and also men­ 
tions where lie was and what was the state 
of the weather. A gentleman who had 
kept a diary put many questions to him, and 
his answers were invariably correct.” 
Of a similar kind is the memory for 
which Duniel McCartney 
has 
become 
famous in the United States. The strange 
story of this man’s achievements is told by 
Mr. Honkie in the Journal of Speculative 
Philosophy. McCartney, in 1869. declared 
that he could remember the day of the week 
for any day from January, 1837, that is, 
from the time when he was 9 years and 4 
months old—forty-two and a half years. He 
has often been tested, and, so far as Mr. 
Henkle’s account goes, had not failed to tell 
tho questioner "w hat day it was,” and to 
give some information about the weather, 
and about his own w hereabouts and doings 
en any of the 15.000 or more dates that 
might be named. 
With att this singu­ 
lar power of memory, however, he is not a 
man whose grasp of mind is at all note­ 
worthy. 
The same may be said of scores of men 
whose one rich gift of memory has brought 
them into prominence. No one has claimed 
any high intellectual rank 
for the re­ 
nowned 
Memory 
Corner 
Thompson, 
who 
drew 
from 
actual 
memory, 
in 
twenty-two 
hours, 
at 
two sittings in 
tile presence of two well-known gentle­ 
men, a correct plan of the parish of 
Bt. James, Westminster, with parts of the 
parishes of Marylelione, St. Ann and St. 
Martin, who could tell the corner of any 
groat thoroughfare from Hyde Park corner 
or Oxford street to S t Paul’s; who could 
"tnke an inventory of a gentleman's house 
from attic to ground floor and write it out 
afterward. He did this at Lord Nelson’s at 
Merton, and ut the Duke of Kent’s, in the 
presence of two noblemen.” 
Since the revival of learning in Europe 
there have been scores, yea, hundreds of 
scbolas who have 
K Bawn “ Their Homer’’ by Heart 
and a thousand other things beside. Bishop 
Sauuderson, old 
Isak Walton tells U9, 
could repeat all the odes of Horace, all 
Tuily’s offices and the best part of Juvenal 
and Persius. 
Euler, the mathematician 
and Liebuitz the philosopher could recite 
the J£neid from beginning to end. In their 
day Porson, Elmsley, 
Parr and Wake­ 
field 
held 
the 
foremost 
place 
as 
scholars, and all, of course, had rare mem­ 
ories; but the palm must be given to Por­ 
son, of whom endless stories are told. Be­ 
fore he went to Eton he was able to repeat 
almost 
the 
whole 
of, Horace, Virgil, 
Homer, Cicero aud Livy. 
When, as a 
practical 
joke, a 
school-fellow slipped 
the 
wrong 
book 
lute 
Porson’s 
hand, just as 
he was 
about to read 
and translate, the boy was not discon­ 
certed. but went 
on 
to read from his 
memory as if nothing had occurred. In 
later life his perform a noes approached the 
miraculous. It would require all our space 
to give any fair idea of them, for he not 
only know all the Greek 
poets 
aud 
prose writers pretty well by heart, but 
could recite 
whole 
plays 
of 
Sbakes- 
Seare, or complete books from "Para- 
ise 
Lost,” 
Pope’s 
"Rape 
of 
the 
Lock.” 
Barrow’s sermons, scenes from 
Foote, Edgeworth’s essay on Irish Bulls, 
scores of pages from Gibbon or Rapin. He 
is also said to have been able to repeat the 
whole of the Moral Tale of the Dean of 
B.tdaioz and Smollet’s "Roderick Random” 
from the first page to the last. 
Gilbert Wakefield’s memory was also of 
the gigantic order, but it will not bear 
comparison with Porson’s. There were few 
passages in Homer or Pindar which he 
could not recite at a moment’s notice; 
Virgil and Horaee he knew perfectly well, 
and he could recite entire books from the 
Old aud New Testaments without baltingor 
failing in a single verse. There was also 
John Wyman Bruce, whose leisure time was 
devoted to classical studies. His chief favor­ 
ite was Aischyliis, the whole of whose plays 
lie has learned by heart, including the 
1200 lines of the Agamemnon collated by 
Roliertellus. He knew his Horace in the 
same way. and was quite content until one 
day he met with an old fellow-stndent at 
Bonn, who, when he made a quotation, 


W o u ld M e n tio n H o o k , O d e a n d T e m , 
remarking that he did not regard any one 
as knowing Horace properly unless 
be 
could do th a t Mr. Bruce, accordiugly, set 
to work at Horace again, and was not long 
before he could name the exact place occu­ 
pied by a line in any of the famous odes. 
Ease in learning foreign language is 
sometimes regarded as a mere m atter of 
memory; while, however, this is not ex­ 
actly true, it must be allowed, of course, 
that skillful linguists are endowed with 
power of memory beyond the average. Here, 
also, we find that there are no example* in 
ancient times that will stand compar! on 
with our groat modern linguists. 
Our 
modern facilities for travel and study 
place us at au immense advantage. Cras- 
sus, when proffer in Asia, was so familiar 
with the dialects of Greek, that he was 
able to try cases and pronounce judgment 
in any dialect that might chance to be 
spoken in his presence. "Mithridates, king 
of twenty nations, administered their laws 
in as many languages.” and could haran­ 
gue each division of his motley array of 
soldiers in its own language or dialect. 
But what are such linguists as these by 
the side of the best examples of recent 
times? 
Keeping within the limits cf tim 
last hundred years, we have examples that 
have never been surpassed or even ap­ 
proached in former times. 
Sir William 
Jones knew thirteen languages well, and 
could read with comparative ease iii thirty 
others. John Leyden, a very inferior man 
to nis great contemporary, had a good ac­ 
quaintance with fifteen of the leading 
European and Asiatic languages. W ithin 
the last few years we have lost two men 
who could have traveled from tne hills of 
the Connemara or the mountains of Wales 
to the Ural mountains, or from Lisbon 
or Algiers to Ispahan or Delhi, and hardly 
met with a language in which they could 
not 
C o n v e rs e o r W r it e W it h E a t s . 
The reader will most likely have antici­ 
pated the names of two of tho most re­ 
markable linguists this country has pro­ 
duced— George.Borrow and Edward Henry 
Palmer. When Borrow was at St. Peters­ 
burg he published a little l>ook called Tar- 
gum. in 
which fie 
g ive 
translations 
in 
prose 
and poetry from thirty dif­ 
ferent languages, 
Besides speaking the 
native tongue of every European nation, 
Palmer was so perfect a master of Arabic, 
Persian, Hindustani. Turkish and the iau- 
guam* of Hie gypsies that even natives were 
sometimes deceived as to his nati nality, 
Mr. Leland says that one day, in Paris. 
Palmer entered into conversation with a 


Zouave or Turco, a native Arab. After 
awhile the man said: "Why do yon wear 
these clothes?” "Why, 
how should 
1 
dress?” exclaimed Painter. 
"Dres* like 
what you are!” was the indignant reply: 
"like a Moslem I” 
Viscount Btranford may be placed in the 
same category with these and the "learned 
blacksmith,” Elihu Burritt, whose friends 
claim for him that he knew all the lan­ 
guages of Europe and most of those of 
Asia, must mot be left out of sight But 
even these do not touch the highest limit 
of linguistic skill and power of memory. 
The most scientific linguist we have to 
name, and one of the most remarkable for 
tho extent of his acquisitions, is Von der 
Gariwlentz, who seems to have been equally 
at home with the Sanahilis, the Samoyed, 
the Aazaraa, the Aimaks. th* Dyaks. 
the Dakotas aud the K irins; who could 
translate from Chinese into Manchu, com­ 
pile a grammar or correct the speech of the 
mbanitants of the Fiji islands. Loyalty 
islands, New Hebrides or New Caledonia. 
When we come to Cardinal Mozzofanti ana 
Sir John Bowring, we find the “highest reo* 
crd” as regards the mere number ami vari­ 
ety of tongues that men have been known 
to acquire. No one can speak with absolute 
certainty as to the number of languages 
Mozzofanti could converse in with ease.
